INTRODUCTION 


I. Conquest of Portugal by Philip II in 1580. — The events 
that take place in Calderén’s El alcalde de Zalamea have to 
- do with the invasion of Portugal by Philip II in 1580. The 
_ young king of Portugal, Sebastian (1557-1578), grandson and 
successor of John III, engaged in an ill advised war against the 
Empire of Morocco, and fell, August 4, 1578, in the battle of 
Alcazar-Quivir in North Africa, waged against Muley Molek, 
the ruler of Fez and Morocco. Sebastian’s aged uncle, the 
cardinal prince Henry, took the reins of government but died 
on the thirty-first of January, 1580 without heirs, Consider- 
able confusion ensued. Philip II, taking advantage of this 
_ state of affairs, made claim to the throne of Portugal on the 

ground that his mother Isabella was the daughter of Manuel 
the Great and eldest sister of John III, and he himself had 
married the latter’s first born daughter Maria. The only 
serious rival from whom Philip encountered opposition was.a 
nephew of Henry, Prior Antonio de Crato, who had quite a 
following among the people, and as the representative of the 
Royal House claimed the throne. Philip, taking’ along his 
wife and family, left Madrid for the subjugation of Portugal, 
March 4, 1580. He traveled leisurely by way of Piul, Aran- 
juez, Ceca and Fuensalida, reaching Guadalupe on the twenty- 
fourth of March, where he spent the Easter holidays and 
remainéd some time longer. He then pursued his journey 
through Estremadura by way of Zorita, Villanueva de la Serena 
and Medellin to Mérida, where he arrived about the first of 
May. Here he was joined on the twelfth of May by his com- 
mander in chief of the expedition, the Duke of Alba, who came 
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up from Llerena to talk over the plans for the campaign. 
From Mérida the march was resumed to Badajoz, the important 
Spanish frontier town, which was reached on the evening be- 
fore Whitsuntide (the twenty-first of May). On the plain of 
Cantillana near Badajoz Philip reviewed his invader’s army 
the thirteenth of June. Frém there the army led by the 
Duke of Alba marched into Portugal by way of Elvas, the 
Portuguese border town opposite Badajoz. The cities and 
towns on the march to Lisbon were subjugated either by arms 
or capitulated of their own accord. On the twenty-fifth of 
August, the Duke of Alba won a decisive victory over Sebastian 
at Belem. He marched thence directly to Lisbon, where on 
the twelfth of September he had Philip II proclaimed King 
of Portugal. The war ended, and for sixty years (until 1640) 
Portugal remained under Spanish rule, or rather, misrule, 
bringing with it as to Spain itself oppression, humiliation, 
and poverty. 

Il. Journey of Philip II through Portugal to Lisbon, — 
Philip himself remained a considerable time in Badajoz after 
the departure of his army. Climatic conditions were unfavor- 
able. For a time he was seriously ill with catarrhal fever, a 
kind of influenza, from which he had not fully recovered when 
he had the misfortune, on the twenty-sixth of October, to lose 
by death his fourth wife, Queen Anna, daughter of his sister 
Maria and of the Emperor Maximilian. This affliction caused 
him to spend some time longer in a cloister near Badajoz. It 
was not until early in December that he continued his journey 
onward through Portugal to Lisbon by way of Elvas, Portalegre, 
Abrantes and Thomar, where he spent the Easter holidays of 
1581, remaining there altogether about ten weeks. The route 
was chosen for him by his physicians as likely to be the least 
injurious to his health. From Thomar he proceeded to San- 
tarem, where he arrived on the second of June. He had given 
orders to Admiral Santa Cruz to meet him with one of his ships 
at Villa France de Xira, a town on the right bank of the Tagus 
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about twenty miles northeast of Lisbon. Here he embarked 
on the thirteenth of June for Almada on the Tagus just. opposite 
Lisbon. He spent a little more than two weeks in Almada in 
order to give time for the preparation of the festivities for his 
reception in Lisbon where he arrived on the twenty-ninth of 
June, 1581. 

Til. Return journey of Philip IT to Madrid. — With the 
exception of short visits to places in the vicinity of Lisbon, 
Philip spent a year and a half in Lisbon. On the thirtieth of 
January, 1583, having left the Archduke Albert to govern the 
kingdom of Portugal, he started on his return journey to 
Madrid. He went by water as far as Aldea Galega, about 
ten miles east of Lisbon, thence over the land route to Settbal 
from where he proceeded to Badajoz, by way of Evora and 
Estremoz. Reéntering Spain he spent one day at the cloister 
in Guadalupe, thence to Madrid by way of Talavera de la 
Reina and a number of small towns mentioned in documents 
but not on maps generally available, arriving home on the 
twenty-eighth of March, 1583, having been gone a little over 
three years. That Philip II could have visited Zalamea with 
his troops in the month of August, the time mentioned in the 
play (II, 792), either on his way to Portugal or on his return 
from that country, is, from what has just been shown, im- 
probable. Moreover, had he done so, the event could hardly 
have escaped mention in one way or another in some of the 
documents of the time. 

IV. Relations of D. Lope de F. to the Portuguese expedition. 
— As regards the presence of the leader of the celebrated tercio 
de Flandes, Don Lope de Figueroa, in the little town of Zalamea, 
at the same time with the king, as portrayed in the play, it is 
quite impossible to find any testimony tending to substantiate 
the incident. The evidence points, as in the case of Philip 
himself, to the improbability of either Lope or his tercio de 
Flandes passing through Zalamea at this time. It is known 
that Don Lope took part in the siege of Maestricht in the 
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Netherlands in the spring of 1579 (cf. XXVIII), and that, 
later on, when the Prince Alessandro Farnese, in charge of 
the. Spanish military operations in the Netherlands, was 
obliged to withdraw the troops, Don Lope with his regiment 
returned to Italy from which country he had only departed 
for the Netherlands at the Urgent request of Don Juan of 
Austria, the predecessor of the Prince Farnese. It is also 
known that when the order was given for the famous regiment 
to take part in the expedition to Portugal, the order was quali- 
fied so as to read that one half of the regiment should leave 
Italy for Spain while the other should continue as before in 
Italy. It is known that Don Lope did not accompany this 
half of the regiment that left Italy (cf. XX VII), and which 
arrived in Portugal about the first of June, 1581. It is known 
that Don Lope only arrived in Lisbon shortly after this time 
to take charge of his troops, because, on the twenty-fifth of 
July, he sailed out of the port with ten ships and eight com- 
panies of soldiers to take part in the expedition to the island 
of Terceira. It is reasonable to suppose that he left his post 
in Italy only when receiving orders so to do. That he could 
have been in Zalamea with his regiment in August, 1580, as 
represented in the play, appears from what is here shown 
impossible. 

V. How to construe the words historia verdadera. —It is 
only fair to state concretely, as above, the historical facts 
in connection with the play, in order to obtain as accurately 
as possible the point of view of the author, as well as a just 
appreciation of the situation pictured in the play. Moreover, 
Calderén closes the drama with the words: Con que fin el autor 
da a esta historia verdadera. Just what he means by historia 
verdadera is of interest to understand adequately. It is quite 
possible that a captain named Alvaro de Ataide may have 
passed with his company through the town of Zalamea on his 
way to join the Duke of Alba’s army at Badajoz; that this 
captain may have been billeted upon a wealthy peasant named 
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Pedro Crespo, and have conducted himself in the dastardly 
way described by Calderén with the ensuing tragic conse- 
quences. But, for the reasons given, it could not have occurred 
at the time it did, and with the king and the field marshal 
playing the conspicuous parts as represented in the tragedy 
at the same time. : 

These facts, however, in no wise invalidate the merit of the 
play, nor is their statement intended to reflect disparagingly 
on the author’s characterization of it as a historia verdadera. 
On the contrary, there is more probability that a tragedy such 
as is brought out in the play had its ground work in what 
actually took place, or was said by some one to have taken 
place, than in pure invention. The term historia verdadera 
appears to be a conventional phrase, used not infrequently 
by writers of the period to indicate such portion of their work 
-as is founded on fact or hearsay rather than a piece of imagi- 
native writing pure and simple; witness its use by the older 
and younger contemporaries of Calderén in the same way 
and at the end of such works as Andrés de Claramonte’s El 
valiente negro en Flandes, Rodrigo de Herrera’s Del cielo viene 
el buen rey (here the expression is Este caso verdadero), Juan 
Ruiz de Alarcén’s La cueva de Salamanca, and Lope de Vega’s 
Al pasar del arroyo; many others also can easily be cited. 
Thus from what is shown by the writings of the period it is 
not the author’s intention to have the words /istoria verda- 
dera or caso verdadero taken too seriously. 

VI. The Alcalde de Zalamea a historical tragi-comedy. — 
It is customary for critics to classify, Calderén’s plays in 
groups according to what appears the essential motive of the 
play, that is mystical, or religious, as-in La devocién a la 
cruz, El purgatorio de san Patricio, El magico prodigioso; philo- 
sophical, La vida es sueno; historical, El principe constante; 
“capa y espada,” plays more like the modern comedy, such as 
La casa con dos puertas, Antes de todo es mi dama, Guérdate 


del agua mansa, etc. 
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Some critics classify in a broader and more general way, 
dividing the plays simply into dramas and comedies, the former 
comprising the more serious themes, the latter those in a lighter 
vein. It must be obvious, however, that, make what dif- 
ferentiations one will, these distinctions remain to a consider- 
able degree, in most cases purely arbitrary; for the religious 
and philosophical blend easily together, and the historical 
elements may be more or less prominent in many otherwise 
entirely different plays. Take for instance El alcalde de Zala- 
mea. It comes under no one head specifically. It is historical 
as regards Philip II and Don Lope de Figueroa, and the Portu- 
guese expedition, light comedy as regards Don Mendo and 
Nuno, and tragic as regards Isabel and the captain. Moreover, 
the play deals with the peasant class, being the only one of 
Calder6én’s many plays, except Luis Pérez el gallego, that 
pictures especially the characteristics of peasants and their 
surroundings. 

VII. The Alcalde de Zalamea not only a play of intrigue, 
but a character play as well. —It becomes immediately of in- 
terest to know how Calder6én happened to depart from the cus- 
tom followed in more than a hundred plays to treat a subject 
with which he was less familiar, the peasantry, rather than the 
nobility, his particular theme in which he was so thoroughly 
versed. Moreover, among Calderén’s plays which in general 
owe their intrinsic merit to the plot, in the invention of which 
their author was wonderfully clever, here the character paint- 
ing is on the high level of the artistic development of the plot. 
Pedro Crespo is an admirably drawn character, remaining im- 
pressed on the reader’s mind as a splendid type of the Spanish 
peasant, possessing in a marked degree those indispensable 
homely virtues: honesty, integrity, sincerity of purpose, and 
the power to carry it out. In its way, also, no less successfully 
drawn is Don Mendo, the rara figura of the play, who epito- 
mizes the inanity, folly, and*imbecility of a type of the poor 
hidalgo of the period, imbued with the medieval ideas of 
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chivalry to whom work of any kind is a disgrace, and who is 
a parasite and nuisance in the community. The réle of Nufo, 
the hidalgo’s servant, affords precisely the opportunity needed 
by the gracioso for enlivening the-situation. The villain of the 
play, the captain, is equally memorable as a likeness of a type 
of soldier whose brutal instincts are paramount and who will 
allow nothing whatever to stand in the way of gratifying them. 
He stands also as the representative of a military caste possess- 
ing special privileges and therefore particularly odious to the 
more democratic bourgeois class, or the villanos, represented 
by Crespo. Here in this seventeenth century play of Calderén, 
at a time when the rule of the privileged class, the titled 
aristocracy, was dominant throughout the Spanish dominions, 
the question of democratic versus aristocratic principles was 
put on trial in seventeenth century fashion, just as to-day, 
in the twentieth century, it is being tried out in Europe. The 
dénouement of the play shows that despite tradition and 
precedent, the decision was made, even under conditions of 
radical intolerance, in no uncertain manner. How is it that 
Calder6én, nobleman, soldier, and priest, could dare to present 
and handle such a subject in the way he did? 

VIII. Calderén’s youth. — Calderén lived during his long 
life (January 17, 1600 to May 25, 1681) under three Spanish 
monarchs: Philip III (1598-1620),-the last of the house of 
Austria, Philip IV (1621-1665), and “Charles II, (1665-1700), 
and was only two decades distant from the epoch described 
(1580) in El alcalde de Zalamea. Reliable data in regard to 
his long life, during much of which he was in the public eye, 
are remarkably meager. It is known that he was sent to the 
Jesuit Colegio Imperial in Madrid. Most of the biographers, 
including Ticknor, state that from there he went to the Uni- 
versity of Salamanca, distinguishing himself in the time honored 
branches of the day: scholastic theology and philosophy, 
canon and civil law. There seems, however, as in the case of 
similar statements concerning Cervantes, to be no more proof 
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‘for these assertions than for that of a French biographer who 
includes among the branches in which Calderén distinguished 
himself, history and geography, adding, however, with a grain 
of levity, that seeing the latitude taken by the poet in his 
literary work with these two branches of learning, the attain- 
ment of such academic distinction in them seems altogether 
extraordinary. It would appear from events that occurred 
that Calderén early had the opportunity, from which he 
profited, of mixing in the social and literary life of Madrid. 
IX. Calderén, the man of letters.—In 1620 he is found 
taking part in a prize competition in honor of San Isidro, the 
patron saint of Madrid, receiving from Lope de Vega a com- 
pliment for his efforts. Among those competing with him are 
found some of the most brilliant literary lights of the epoch: 
Luis de Belmonte, Vicente Espinel, Jauregui, Montalvan, 
Lope de Vega, and Lépez de Zarate. In 1622, at a San Isidro 
festivity, he was given a third prize. From 1625 to 1635, his 
grandiloquent and very unsatisfactory biographer, Vera Tassis, 
tells us that he served in the Spanish army in Milan and 
Flanders. He must, however, have returned to Spain in that 
interval, for there is a record of his being in Madrid in 1629, 
and drawing his sword in defense of his brother who had been 
stabbed by an actor. At all events, whether during this period 
the poet was in Flanders, Italy, or Spain, at least as many as 
twenty of his pieces belong to this decade, among them El prin- 
cipe constante, Casa con dos puertas, La vida es suefio. Owing to 
the uncertainty in regard to the date of composition of Cal- 
derén’s plays, which were oftentimes published at long inter- 
vals after their composition and first performance, it is 
hazardous to attempt to give dates for many of his plays, 
however desirable it is to do so in the interest of accuracy. 
Philip IV was an enthusiastic lover of letters and the drama 
and had a sincere appreciation of Calderén’s talent for pro- 
ducing plays that were so thoroughly national and popular. 
To be sure, the king still had with-him Lope de Vega, Tirso de 
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Molina, and Alarcén, but their celebrity dated from the pre- . 
ceding reigns, while the new star came into existence just as 
Philip himself came to the throne (1621), and so was more in- 
timately identified with the reigning monarch. Thus it was 
that in 1635, the year of Lope’s death, the king, as was quite 
natural, named Calderén successor to Lope as superintendent 
of the court theatrical functions. The poet occupied an 
analogous place to that of Moliére at the Court of Louis XIV, 
except that he did not take part in the performance of his own 
plays as Moliére did. 

X. Calderén, the soldier. —In 1637, Philip conferred upon 
Calderén knighthood in the Order of Santiago, an honor, how- 
ever, which carried responsibilities with it, for in 1640 the vari- 
ous Orders of knights were ordered to Catalonia to suppress 
there the rebellion caused largely by outrages and excesses of 
of all kinds committed by the Spanish soldiers on the civilian 
population. Calderén took the time to finish a play the king 
had asked him to write, and then departed to join his Order in 
Catalonia. He appears to have spent two years in Aragén, 
obtaining leave to come home on the fifteenth of November, 
1642, on account of ill health. When Philip, in 1649, married 
his second wife, Marfa Anna of Austria (mother of Charles II 
of Spain), having lost his first wife, Elizabeth of France (Isabel 
de Borbén, mother of Marie-Thérése, who married Louis XIV 
in 1660), in 1645, it was Calderédn who prepared the elaborate 
official report of the wedding festivities. 

XI. Calderén, the priest. — The year 1651 one one of the 
most memorable years in the life of the poet. The quantity 
and the quality of his literary output had now made him easily 
the most notable figure in the field of Spanish seventeenth cen- 
tury letters, just as in the century preceding, Cervantes and 
Lope de Vega had claimed the well-nigh universal attention of 
the Spanish literary world. The particular event of the year 
1651 was his being ordained a priest. The transition, however, 
from soldier to priest was common among men of letters, Lope 
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de Vega and others having followed the same course. It was 
Calderén’s intention to renounce writing for the secular stage 
upon assuming the functions of a priest, but he yielded to 
the king’s wish, continuing to write to the very end of his life. 
In 1653 the king appointed him chaplain at Toledo, but desir- 
ing the poet’s presence at thé eourt of Madrid, he made him in 
1663 his own honorary chaplain. His rise through the various 
grades of the priesthood was rapid, and throughout this perio¢ 
he wrote many autos furnishing annually for the Easter festivi- 
ties to the very end of his liféa play of this description. Rarely 
has a court poet enjoyed more fully the esteem and affection of 
a monarch. He died on the twenty-fifth of May, 1681, en- 
gaged at the time in the composition of a religious play, or, as 
his friend the historian and poet Antonio de Solis said of him, 
he died ‘‘like the swan, singing.” 

XII. Calderén’s general experience. — In the summary of 
what is here taken in a general way to give the salient features 
in the poet’s career, Calderén appears in the réle of a man of 
letters, a soldier, and a priest. As a man of letters, he was 
familiar with literature, and particularly the work of his con- 
temporaries and immediate predecessors of whom Lope de 
Vega and Cervantes are the most distinguished. As: a soldier, 
his experience in Italy and particularly in Aragén rendered 
him thoroughly familiar with the conditions of Spanish soldiery. 
As a priest, his ideas of the fitness of things were naturally 
those of the age and surroundings in which he lived, and were 
tempered with a spirit of justice. Left to his own devices, 
without literary influence, in view of the fact that but two of 
his plays deal with the villanos, the Spanish peasantry, it ap- 
pears little probable that his literary vein would have found 
its way into this channel. This assumption suggests how 
Calder6n actually did get the idea so effectively carried out in 
El alcalde de Zalamea. 

XIII. Lope de Vega’s Alcalde de Zalamea. —In the vast 
repertory of Lope de Vega, there is found a play entitled El 
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alcalde de Zalamea. The action of the play takes place among 
the peasantry whom Lope knew so well. The hero of the play, 
Pedro Crespo, a villano, is made an alcalde at the very beginning 
of the play, which gives Crespo an opportunity of practicing 
justice in an entirely disinterested manner in the case of a 
peasant who has been cheated by a shopkeeper, before the 
alcalde has occasion to do so in the case of two officers who 
carry off his two daughters. The difference in the flight from 
home of the two girls in Lope’s piece and the seizure by the 
captain of Isabella in that of Calderén is that in the former the 
girls elope gladly with the soldiers while in the latter Isabel 
is carried off by brute force. The alcalde in Lope’s play 
captures the two officers dnd forces them to marry his two 
daughters. The king and Don Lope de Figueroa then come 
in and are treated with all due respect by the alcalde. Don 
Lope, who has heard of what has taken place, asks to have 
the two officers guilty of a criminal offense appear before him. 
The alcalde points to their bodies swinging from a balcony. 
The girls are sent by their father to a convent, and the king 
undertakes to pay the dowry required. Crespo is appointed | 
perpetual alcalde of Zalamea. | 
XIV. Calder6én’s indebtedness to Lope de Vega. — Such, 
very briefly sketched, is the outline of Lope de Vega’s play. 
But brief as it is, it becomes at once apparent where Calderén 
took his material. He saw the opportunity for dramatic 
treatment presented by Lope’s piece, and availed, himself of 
it as he saw fit. And this, too, without any purpose whatever 
on his part of appropriating illegitimately what may in the 
modern sense be considered another’s literary property. He 
adapted Lope’s piece in order to have it express in his (Cal- 
derén’s) own way pretty nearly what Lope had expressed in 
his way. Were there more need of proving the intimate re- 
lationship between the two plays, Krenkel cites some twenty 
passages in parallel columns taken from each play, in which 
passages the phrasing, almost identical in the two citations 
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compared, admit of no reasonable doubt of their relationship. 
This is stated with no thought of laying Calderén open to the 
charge of plagiarism, an idea that never would have occurred 
to the poet himself or to any of his contemporaries. Calderén 
simply took, in the Shakespearian sense, his material where he 
found it and made it his own, 

XV. Sources of Lope de Vega’s Alcalde de Zalamea. — 
This leads up to the question, was the idea of Lope’s play 
original? This may be briefly answered by saying that no 
model has been found upog which Lope drew as closely as 
Calderén did upon Lope’s Alcalde de Zalamea. Lope, however, 
like Calderén, was very familiar with the Spanish and Italian 
literature of the period. Moreover, at least a half dozen of 
Lope’s own plays are the subject of material a portion of which 
in sum and substance is none other than that treated in E/ 
alcalde de Zalamea. Among such plays may be mentioned E/ 
villano en su rincén, El cuerdo en su casa, Los Tellos de Meneses, 
El mejor alcalde el Rey, Peribatiez y el comendador de Ocana, 
and Fuente Ovejuna. This fact in itself tends to confirm the 
evidence in regard to the origin of Calderén’s Alcalde de Zala- 
mea. As regards the original sources upon which Lope himself 
drew, research has revealed the fact that one of the novels of 
the fifteenth century Italian writer Masuccio contains the 
ground work for Lope’s Alcalde de Zalamea. 

XVI. Masuccio’s Novel. —Tommaso Guardato (Masuccio, 
1420-1476), of Salerno, thirty-three miles southeast of Naples, 
wrote fifty stories in the Neapolitan dialect in the manner of 
those told by Boccaccio in his Decamerone. Like Boccaccio’s 
tales, they were very popular, being reédited several times and 
freely drawn upon as a supply source for the material of many 
a writer. The story upon which, it would appear, Lope drew, 
is the forty-seventh of the collection entitled: JI] novellino, and 
may be seen in Luigi Settembrini’s edition, Naples, 1874. In 
1472, the Prince of Aragén was sent by his father, King John II 
(1456-1479), to take possession of Perpignan, then in the hands 
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of the French. Accompanied by his retinue, the young prince 
got as far as Valladolid, where he was sumptuously entertained 
__ at the house of one of the nobility. Two of the knights in the 
prince’s train fell desperately in love with the nobleman’s two 
daughters. By bribing the servant of the two damsels, the 
knights gained entrance to the room where the young women 
were asleep, violating all the laws of hospitality. The father 
of the young girls complained of the conduct of the knights to 
the prince who immediately investigated the matter. As a 
result, the prince ordered the marriage ceremony to be per- 
- formed between the knights and the nobleman’s daughters. 
_Immediately after, at a state function largely attended, the 
_ prince proclaimed publicly that his duty required him to carry 
_ out justice to the very end, the sequel of which was that the 
two knights were beheaded. The daughters were given in 
_ marriage to wealthy noblemen, and besides richly endowed by 
the prince. 

XVII. Points of resemblance — points of difference. — 
Such is the tale which appears fundamentally to furnish the 
framework for Lope’s play. The points of resemblance are 
plain: a prince is on an expedition of conquest; on his way, 
his troops halt in a town; the prince is entertained at the 
house of one of the chief men in the place. This man has 
two daughters; two of the knights in the prince’s train fall 
desperately in love with them; to obtain them they dastardly 
violate all the rights of hospitality, obtaining access to the room 
of the young women by bribing their servant; the father of 
the damsels makes a formal complaint to the prince; the prince, 
finding the charges true, obliges the officers to marry the young 
women; and finally, that the ends of justice may be fulfilled, 
has the criminally guilty officers decapitated. The points of 
difference are that the events of Lope’s play take place in the 
sixteenth century, those in Masuccio’s novel in the fifteenth; 
instead of an expedition against the French, the expedition is 
against the Portuguese; instead of a prince of Arag6n in charge 
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of the troops, a king of Spain is substituted; instead of a 
nobleman who entertains, the principal burgher of the town, 
a villano is substituted; the daughters in Masuccio’s story are 
the innocent victims of their seducers; in Lope’s they elope 
voluntarily with them; the prince in Masuccio’s tale metes 
out the punishment to the officers, while in Lope’s it is the 
rich villano promoted to be alctalde; in Masuccio’s novel the 
girls are afterwards married off to rich noblemen; in Lope’s 
play they go to a convent. 

XVIII. The name Pedro Crespo.— The name Pedro Crespo 
was a’ very common name ‘among the Spanish peasantry in 
the sixteenth century. It is possible that Lope may have 
had the celebrated romance of Guzman de Alfarache of Mateo 
Alem4n in mind, especially as one of the anecdotes therein 
related deals with a Pe(d)ro Crespo who was also alcalde, and 
judges a case successfully in favor of one in a station inferior 
to his adversary’s. If the first part of Guzman de Alfarache 
was published in 1599, as Ticknor states (III, 114 or 99), then 
supposing Lope to have taken the name Pedro Crespo from 
Mateo Aleman’s romance, the Alcalde de Zalamea of Lope 
could not have been composed before that date. Inasmuch 
as it is extremely improbable that Lope would have put on 
the stage Philip II, who was so opposed to things theatrical, 
before the death of the monarch, what evidence can be obtained 
leads to the conclusion that Lope’s Alcalde de Zalamea ap- 
peared after the death of Philip II (September 13, 1598). 

XIX. A laudable trait in the character of Philip I. — 
Naturally, Lope was a master in the use of material, and did 
not use it slavishly. He saw the possibilities in Masuccio’s 
tale and took advantage of them as he saw fit. Philip IL 
possessed many magnanimous traits, and Lope turned his 
attention to exposing them to the public in a favorable light. 
It is of interest here to note that these magnanimous quali- 
ties of Philip have attracted little notice, because his intol- 
erance and oppression have claimed from historians such a 
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large share of attention. Nevertheless, such a spirit of fair- 
ness and justice as he is portrayed exercising in the plays of 
_both Lope and Calderén in pronouncing the verdict of the 
alcalde as just and in recompensing him for it by making him 
alcalde for life was well known to’the Spanish playwrights of 
the day. Gaspar de Avila brings out these commendable 
traits in his El valeroso Espanol de su casa in the relations of 
Philip during his youth towards his father Charles V; as do 
also Diego Jiménez de Enciso in his El principe Don Carlos, 
and Juan Pérez de Montalvan in his El segundo Séneca de 
Espana, y principe Don Carlos, and deLope de Vega again in 
his El amigo hasta la muerte. 

XX. Soldier influence upon Calderén. — Why now should 
Calderén take up material so well handled by his predecessor 
and exercise his art upon it? Probably because he himself 
had had in his campaign in Aragén among soldiers experience 
like that of Lope in the Portuguese campaign. Whether the 
personnel among soldiers in the time of Philip II was worse 
than in that of Philip IV is by no means easy to say, because 

in both periods it appears to have been about as depraved and 
‘lawless as possible. It is precisely this spirit of lawlessness 
that Calderén depicts so effectively in his portrayal of the 
“captain and his conduct. It needed to be exposed, it took 
courage in Spain in the seventeenth century to do it, but 
-Calderén’s position was such that it was possible for him to 
carry out his aim, and brand as it deserved a dastardly act. 

XXI. The stage setting. — The entire setting of the play is 
admirably in conformity with the action leading up to the 
dénouement. The opening scene, depicting the approach of 
the soldiers to the little town of Zalamea, is particularly fine, 
and the remarks of the soldiers, of the swashbuckler Rebolledo, 
and of hjs fit companion, the vivacious canteen woman, la 
Chispa, introduce the spectator at once into that atmosphere 
of camp life with which both Lope and Calderén were so 


familiar. 
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XXII. Pedro Crespo. — Of the characters in the play hav- 
ing particular interest, Pedro Crespo, Mendo, and the captain, 
have’been lightly touched on (VII), as has Philip II (passim). 
The sterling traits of the good old Spanish burgher are shown 
to their best advantage by Calderén himself, especially in the 
fine passage (II, 682-744) in which he gives advice to his son 
Juan as the latter is about to start out on his soldier’s career. 

XXIII. Mendo. — The character of Mendo, unlike several 
of the others of the play in that they are inspired by Lope, 
is due largely to Caldergn’s own invention, although such 
characters are frequently found in the literature of the fifteenta 
and sixteenth centuries, notably in one of the plays of the 
promoter of the early drama of European literature, G1 
Vicente, the Portuguese Plautus. In a farce (1505) writte1 
in Portuguese entitled Quem tem farelos? (Who has bran?) 
we have the prototype of Don Mendo in Don Aires Rosado, 
a poverty stricken hidalgo, who is in love with a beautiful 
Isabel from whom he receives the same kind of drastic treat- 
ment accorded to Don Mendo by Crespo’s daughter. So, too, 
in the famous picaresque novel (1553?), long ascribed to 
Diego Hurtado de Mendoza, La vida de Lazarillo de Tormes, 
y de sus fortunas y adversidades, we have again much the 
same situation. And indeed the greatest of all Spanish 
writers, Cervantes himself, has made the hero of his master- 
piece to appear so grotesquely that Don Mendo is likened 
by the sergeant unto that man whose adventures Miguel de 
Cervantes described (I, 213-219). The Alcalde de Zalamea 
is not the only one of Calderén’s plays that satirizes this 
ignoble type of the hidalgo, for we find the character dupli- 
cated in his Gudrdate del agua mansa. Nothing characterizes 
more aptly this pitiable specimen of the genus homo than 
his delineation of his own procreation (I, 267-274). 

XXIV. The Captain. — To what has been said of the captain 
who represents to what an extreme the ideas of military caste 
can attain, nothing need»be added other than to point out 
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‘that the passages (II, 75-100; 103-116) in which the captain 
_ tells the sergeant why it should be possible within a day to 
~ secure a woman’s love are very beautiful of the kind, and the 
kind is thoroughly Calderonian. _ 
XXV. Isabel and the estilo ctulto.—In the portrayal of 
the character of Pedro Crespo’s daughter Isabel, Calderén is 
less successful than in those already commented on. Un- 
_ fortunately, he yields to one of the literary fads of the period, 
the estilo culto, which, in the long passages (III, 107-280) in 
which Isabel relates to her father tied to a tree the captain’s 
_ villainy, makes its inappropriateness particularly felt, because 
such effusions are absent elsewhere in the entire play. To be 
sure, there is a touch of Gdéngorism, the introduction of an 
absurd conceit into the long speech of Pedro Crespo (III, 
_ 405-517) in vv. 505-508, which mars an otherwise fine passage. 
- But as compared with Calderén’s best pieces, La vida es 
_ sueno, El principe constante (both probably between 1630 and 
1634) and El médgico prodigioso (probably about 1637), this 
_ literary blight in the Alcalde de Zalamea is conspicuously absent. 
- This fact in itself leads to the supposition that the piece was 
~ composed later than the three above mentioned pieces in which 
this undesirable artificial element is conspicuously present. 
_ XXXVI. Career of Don Lope de Figueroa. — There remains 
still one character especially in need of comment, the more so 
because so little in regard to him is to be found despite his 
brilliant military record. He gives zest to the entire play and 
is also historically of prime importance. Every time Don 
Lope de Figueroa y Barradas appears on the scene, immediately 
the spectator has the sensation that something worth. witness- 
ing is going to happen and without undue delay. Moreover, 
because of his military prestige and interesting personality, 
he seems-to have been extremely popular with the Spanish 
play-going public. Born in Guadix, province of Granada, 
about 1520, he served in the armies of Charles I (V) and 
Philip II thirty-five years and in various parts of their 
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vast dominions. He began his military career in 1550 in 
Lombardy, being quickly appointed a captain of cavalry; 
accompanied the viceroy of Sicily in 1559 in an expedition 
against the Moorish corsairs which resulted disastrously for 
the Spaniards, who were defeated on the island of Gelves 
(Gerbi, Zerbi, Gerbes), on the African coast west of Tripoli. 
He was taken to Constantinople a prisoner, serving there as 
a galley slave for three years until ransomed by his father for 
four thousand ducats. He next took part in Garcia de Toledo’s 
expedition to suppress aninsurrection in Corsica and from 
there went to capture Pefién Vélez de la Gomera, a pirate 
stronghold off the coast of Africa, which was accomplished 
September 6, 1564. He was captain of a company in Syracuse, 
1565, and later took part against the Turks in the relief ex- 
pedition to the island of Malta. We next find him in the 
Netherlands in the battle of Jemmingen, July 21, 1568, and 
later fighting against Duke William of Nassau in Brabant, so 
successfully as to be especially recommended to King Philip 
II by the Duke of Alba, in charge of suppressing the revolt. 
He was presented with 2500 thalers, a yearly income of 400 
ducats, and the command for life of the celebrated tercio de 
Flandes. 

XXVII. Relations with Don Juan, the victor of Lepanto. — 
Don Lope then served in a great many engagements which 
took place in the suppression of the Moorish rebellion in 
southern Spain (1570), being one of Don Juan’s most trusted 
advisers. With the hero of the renowned battle of Lepanto, 
September 15, 1571, he took a conspicuous part and was the 
bearer of the news of the great victory to Philip II, who re- 
warded him generously, conferring upon him also the Cross of 
the Order of Santiago. He later served under Don Juan in 
Sicily and Africa in memorable campaigns against the Turks. 
Don Juan had been appointed governor of the Netherlands in 
1576, and at his urgent request Don Lope came to him with his 
troops. Don Juan died inthe Netherlands, October 1, 1578, 
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and Don Lope led the imposing military escort which accom- 
panied the victor of Lepanto to his last resting place. After 
serving at the siege of Maestricht (1579), capital of the province 
of Limberg, in the Netherlands, under Prince Alessandro 
Farnese, successor to Don Juan, he withdrew with his troops 
to Italy, subject to orders from Hernando de Toledo. He 
arrived in Spain later than did his troops, the half of whom he 
led to Lisbon (cf. I, IV) for the conquest of Portugal in the 
summer of 1581. He was then engaged in the expedition to 
the Azores during 1581-1583, which had for its object to sub- 
ject the islands to Spanish rule. His services were rewarded 
by the king who bestowed upon him the rank of field marshal 
and the office of comendado?¢ de bastimento. Don Lope finished 
his long military career on the twenty-eighth of August, 1585, 
while accompanying Philip II from Barcelona to Monzén 
where he with many others was the victim of a kind of plague. 

XXVIII. Renown of Don Lope as seen in the literature of 
the sixteenth century. — That the adventures and extraor- 
dinary daring, as well as the magnanimity, of Don Lope de 
Figueroa should become the theme of writers of stories and 
plays is most natural and precisely what occurred in the popu- 
lar Spanish literature of his century. Not only has Lope de 
Vega celebrated Don Lope de Figueroa in his Alcalde de Zala- 
mea, but also in another play, E/ asalio de Mastrique por eb 
principe de Parma, in which the time-honored field marshal 
figures quite as prominently. And again Calderén does honor 
to Don Lope in another play, Amar después de la muerte. A 
younger contemporary of Lope de Vega and of Calderén, 
Agustin Moreto y Cabafia (1618-1669), follows his distinguished 
literary predecessors in presenting Don Lope to the spectators 
of his tragedy, La traicién vengada, and expresses his admira- 
tion forhim also in his drama, La milagrosa eleccién de San Pio 
Quinto. One of the youngest of the writers contemporary 
with Lope de Vega and Calderén, Juan Bautista Diamante, 
born between 1630 and 1640, died after 1684, also brings Don 
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Lope to the fore in his play, El defensor del Penton, and such 
instances are numerous in the literature of the period. The 
mere titles of these plays and the names of their authors vouch 
for the popularity of this seventeenth century hero whom his 
countrymen in this way loved .to honor, and whose ills, ec- 
centricities, and good dispositjon beneath a rough exterior 
both Lope and Calderén depict so well. 

XXIX. Justice to all. — The climax and ending of the play 
are worthy of the high level maintained throughout. If the 
hand of Calderén, the litterateur and the soldier, has left its 
well-marked impress hitherto, the influence of the immaterial 
now becomes more sensibly felt, and in the closing lines we 
have the fine delicate impress of the hand of Calderén the 
priest, as Pedro Crespo replies to Don Lope by saying: ‘‘ My 
daughter has already chosen a convent, and she has a Hus- 
band who does not make distinctions between plebeian and 
patrician.” 

XXX. Calderén’s Alcalde de Zalamea an exceptional play. 
— It is frequently said of the plays of Calderén that although 
they typify Spanish nationality of the seventeenth century in 
its most concrete form, and contain just what is summed 
up in the expression Dios, el Rey y mi dama, they are not 
so universal as those of Lope, and that neither of the great 
poets attain the universality so commonly recognized in the 
plays of Shakespeare. There is probably truth in this rather. 
general estimate. There are, however, in the plays of all these 
great poets some that are exceptions to the many. Such a 
play is Calderén’s Alcalde de Zalamea in that the characters are 
so distinctive as easily to bring the tragedy under the head of 
a character play, while at the same time the theme itself, the 
“square deal”? to all, that is, equality before the law, possesses 
a universality that is no less realistic and effective than are 
the characters that contribute to bring about the just result. 

XXXI. Date of composition of the play. — As far as is 
known, the Alcalde de Zala™ea was first printed in 1651 in 
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the collection known as El mejor de los mejores libros que han 
salido de comedias nuevas. Owing to the continual war in the 


_ east with the Catalans in which Calderén himself served be- 


tween 1640 and 1642, and at the same time in the west with 
the Portuguese, which resulted in’ the reéstablishment of the 
Portuguese monarchy under King John IV in 1640, it does 
not seem probable that the poet could have had the necessary 
leisure to compose the play before the end of 1642. Philip IV 
was deceived by his minister Olivares in regard to the actual 
_ loss of Portugal, and it was not for some years later that the 
- Spanish people fully realized this’ event. That Calderén was 
_ too good a patriot to have written this play after the loss of 
Portugal was a foregone conclusion. The contrast between 
- Philip II’s victorious campaign and the loss by Philip IV, 
of all that had been gained, would have shocked rudely the 
— sensibilities of all Spaniards. The play must have been com- 
posed in the early forties when the possibility of reconquering 
Portugal appeared to be in sight; at the latest in 1644. 
XXXII. Calderén’s texts.— The present text is that of 
’ Max Krenkel, vol. III, of the Klassische Biihnendichtungen der 
Spanier, Leipzig, Barth, 1887. Volume I contains Krenkel’s 
_edition of La vida es suefio and El principe constante, 1881; 
_ volume II the same editor’s edition of El mégico prodigioso, 
1885. El alcalde de Zalamea seems to have been one of the 
most popular of Calderén’s plays, judging by the number of 
times it appears in various collections of the plays as well as sep- 
arately and in translations. As far as has been possible to 
ascertain down to the present time, the play appeared printed 
first in the Mejor collection, Alcal4, 16517 Madrid, 1653, with 
the title El garrote mds bien dado; then in the Vera Tassis edi- 
tion, El alcalde de Zalamea, probably 1682, second edition in 
1715; inthe eleven volumes (in ten) Apontes edition, Madrid, 
1760-1763, the Alcalde de Zalamea being in volume X and XI; 
this edition follows what Ticknor calls ‘a very bad reprint of 
the Vera Tassis edition’’; it appeared in nine volumes in Ma- 
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drid (1723-1726); in the fourth volume of J. J. Keil’s care- 
fully prepared edition in four volumes, Leipzig, 1830; in the 
third volume of the Hartzenbusch four volume edition, Ma- 
drid, 1848-1863, comprising volumes VII, IX, XII, and XIV of 
the Biblioteca de autores espafioles in the Rivadeneira edition. 
A number of editions comprising selections of Calderén, such 
as Ochoa, Paris, 1838 and 1863, C. Schuetz, Bielefeld, 1840 
(both containing the Alcalde de Zalamea), have appeared from 
time to time, as well as single editions of the play. The 
Hartzenbusch edition in mary ways easily outclassed all other 
editions and the text is that generally followed by subsequent, 
editions, such as the Leipzig Brockhaus edition in three vol- 
umes, 1876-77 (the Alcalde de Zalamea is in volume II or in 
tomo XXXVI of the set, Teatro escogido, etc.), the Menéndez 
y Pelayo, Madrid edition, 1881, with a good introduction 
(tomo II contains the Alcalde de Zalamea), the Garnier fréres 
four volume Paris edition, without date, the fifty centimes or 
ten-cent Biblioteca universal edition, reprinted from time to 
time (tomo XXIV contains the Alcalde de Zalamea), etc. 
XXXIII. The Hartzenbusch and Krenkel texts. — Of Hartz- 
enbusch’s edition, Ticknor says (II, p. 419, Boston edition) 
it “leaves nothing to be asked for, if we consider the state of 
the materials of such a work as he found them, and not much 
to be hoped from future researches.”? To be sure, Ticknor 
wrote this estimate more than half a century ago. One has 
only to read his account of how Calderén’s publications ap- 
peared and the lawlessness to which they were subjected to 
divine why scholars feel nonplussed at the thought of attempt- 
ing to reéstablish something like an original text of Calderén’s 
plays. Nevertheless this is what Krenkel has endeavored to 
do with the four above mentioned plays of Calderén. Practi- 
cally all that scholarship, keen intelligence, and years of per- 
sistent work can accomplish in the way of reéstablishing 
approximately an original text, and at the same time throwing 
light on the obscurities of évery description which have per- 
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sistently beset the best intentioned efforts of commentators 
and translators, has been done both conscientiously and ef- 
fectively. No serious teacher who contemplates editing any 
of Calderén’s plays can afford to pass lightly over what Krenkel 
has done without losing what is most worth while. If the 
suggestion then be made: Why not use the Krenkel edition 
as a classroom text? ~The answer is, because, in the first 
place, of its unavailability. It is doubtful whether there be 
a dozen copies of the German edition at the present time 
(1918) in the United States. Moreover, of late, it has been 
an impossibility to import any German books whatever, and 
the importing of foreign texts even when the conditions make 
it possible is not infrequeritly found to be impractical and un- 
satisfactory. In the second place, the expense of such books 
for classroom use is prohibitive. Thirdly, a critical text of 
over four hundred large octavo pages in a foreign language 
is ill adapted to the wants and capacities of the majority of 
students in American colleges. Forceful as these reasons are, 
they should not be allowed to debar the American students 
from securing the main advantages of foreign texts. 

XXXIV. Rarity of the Spanish classics for student use. — 
Undoubtedly the unavailability of the Spanish classics for 
classroom use has been hitherto one of the chief reasons for 
their neglect in the American colleges. Indeed since Francis 
Sales published his Seleccién de Obras Maestras de Lope de Vega 
y Calderén dela Barca, Boston, 1840, which did yeoman service 
until the plates were worn out, there has hardly appeared in all 
this period of nearly eighty years a half dozen texts for student 
use of the classic writers of Spain’s golden age. The most 
serious problem of all in connection with the editing of a 
classic author is selecting the text. A conscientious editor 
refrains instinctively from tampering in any way with the 
text. Given, however, the unusually corrupt condition of 
Calderén’s plays, something in the way of sensible reform had 
to be undertaken sympathetically and intelligently. This was 
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the task Hartzenbusch set before him, and, all things considered, 
he did his work well. Moreover Hartzenbusch himself was 
peculiarly well fitted to perform the task. He was one of the 
most scholarly Spaniards of his day and a playwright of un- 
usual versatility. It is hardly probable that any one at that 
time could have been found to, perform what he did as intel- 
ligently and as sympathetically. In doing the work of editing 
the plays of Calderén, Hartzenbusch had his own viewpoint, 
which was quite as much that of the litterateur as that of the 
text restorer.. He has certainly not gone back to the oldest 
readings if later texts suggested the possibility of an obviously 
better reading. Though his text of Calderén reads well, the 
impression is left that, together with Calderon, the text con- 
tains quite an element of Hartzenbusch. Such a text for 
popular consumption has proven satisfactory. Many a rough 
corner and awkward expression has assumed so natural a form 
as to read smoothly. Hartzenbusch could do this as no 
foreigner could, however keen his intelligence, because of his 
unusual skill in drama construction and his fine literary in- 
stinct. As Ticknor says, supplementing his statement above: 
“T need not add that the edition of Hartzenbusch is by far 
the best we have of Calderén’s plays.” 

XXXV. Comparison of the Hartzenbusch and Krenkel texts. 
— It is said that there is a version of the plays of Shakespeare 
that surpasses the original. Extraordinary as that may be, 
we yet have to ask ourselves if in our desire to study the plays 
of Shakespeare, we are really aiming to get something better. 
If not, then we shall be quite satisfied to get what Shakespeare 
actually wrote or as near to it as research can make it possible. 
This analogy may serve to illustrate the viewpoints of Hartzen- 
busch and of Krenkel, the former harking forward to the 
standard of the modern reader, the latter harking back to the 
standard of Calderén’s day. And yet the differences between 
the two texts are not very wide and marked, being confined 
almost entirely to spellings, ptfnctuation, and to verbal changes. 
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A careful comparison of the two texts shows that both contain 
precisely the same number of verses: 894 in the first act, 893 
in the second, and 980 in the third, total in the play 2767. 
There are, counting changes of every description, somewhat 
over 300, that is about 100 to éach act or jornada. To show 
how relatively unimportant a large proportion of them are, 
for instance, the Hartzenbusch text has throughout jornada 
primera, jornada segunda, jornada tercera, while the Krenkel 
has primera jornada, segunda jornada, tercera jornada. Of 
course, ‘‘ What did Calderén actually write?” is always an in- 
teresting question, but is apart from what is pointed out here 
and now. Then variations in spelling such as: ah, de més, 
de espacio, 0, ola, porqué as compared with ha, demas, despacio, 
oh, hola, por qué. Such forms as efecto, defecto, respecto, victor, 
etc., are apt to be spelt without the c in the Krenkel edition: 
efeto, defeto, respeto, vitor, etc. Such relatively unimportant 
details recur again and again, making up a goodly proportion 
of the 300 text variations. 

- XXXVI. Concessions to modern usage. — Hartzenbusch 
has conformed to the modern usage of dividing the jornadas 
into scenes, whereas Krenkel preserves the old time continued 
narrative interrupted merely by “enter,” “exit,” “aside,” and 
a stage direction. This is perfectly proper in a critical edition 
of the play. This propriety is not so manifest in a school 
edition, the object of which is to render the situations at all 
times perfectly clear without detracting in any way from the 
author’s continuous narrative. Such a concession undoubtedly 
contributes materially to a clearer and quicker understanding 
of what is taking place and increases perceptibly the pleasure 
of the modern reader. For these reasons the divisions of scenes 
of Hartzenbusch have been adhered to in the present text. 
Krenkel thinks that: Hartzenbusch gives too many stage di- 
rections. Upon examination, while this assertion may be 
true to a certain extent, on the whole the stage directions of 
Hartzenbusch are a distinct asset, serving at a glance to make 
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the situation understood. We know at once, for instance, 
exactly where the action occurs (I, 464, Il, 182, III, 2098). 
Therefore the stage directions as given by Hartzenbusch have 
been preserved throughout. After HI, 668, one has been in- 
serted (Viendo la vara), as contributing to make known at 
once the situation. Moreover, in an edition intended pri- 
marily for students of Spanish rather than for those interested 
in text criticism, a further concession in favor of the modern 
system of accentuation has been made, and the latest rul- 
ings such as leaving the preposition @ and the conjunction 0 
unaccented have been adhered to. 

XXXVII. The texts upon which Krenkel based his edition. 
— In all other respects, Krenkel’s text has with one exception 
(I, 80, Menos regla con el mes has been changed, for the same 
reason that Hartzenbusch probably preferred what he gives 
Mesa franca, con el mes, on account of the ambiguity) been 
adhered to in toto. It is felt, by careful comparison with the 
various texts, to be as faithful an attempt to reproduce Cal- 
derén’s original text as is possible, or as is at all likely to be 
attempted in the immediate future. Seeing it departs so little 
from the reading adopted by the majority of editions, which 
is that of Hartzenbusch, it seems worth while to give students 
the benefit of a text that more nearly than any other repro- 
duces what Calderén actually wrote. The Krenkel text is 
based upon 

A. The Mejor collection, Alcala, 1651. 

B. The Vera Tassis second edition, Madrid, 1715. 
C. The Keil edition, Leipzig, 1830. 

D. The Harizenbusch third edition, Madrid, 1863. 

Text A. — Text A of the Mejor collection, the earliest known 
printed edition, like all the Calderén texts of the period, 
might well come under the head of those for which Calderén 
himself disclaimed any responsibility, so full is it of all kinds 
of obvious negligence and error. Nevertheless as compared 
with the following texts, it does not have so much the appear- 
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ance of being voluntarily altered for the purpose of suiting 
the editor’s own ideas of literary propriety. For that reason 
it is particularly useful. 

Text B.— Text B, the Vera Tassis edition, sometimes 
spoken of as being to Calderén what the first folio edition of 
his plays is to Shakespeare, is what a friend of the poet and a 
literary man of culture thought fitting to establish as the text. 
It appears from investigation that if Vera Tassis corrected 
many mistakes of earlier reprints, he nevertheless let a multi- 
tude go by, and in making corrections made a considerable 
number of other errors. Moreover, he seems to have been 
- unfamilar to a certain extent with other language than that 
of polite society; so that when he attempts to establish the 
text of what soldiers, peasants, and others than the people 
in whose society he mingles, use, his efforts are anything 
but felicitous. In a word, his edition of the plays is quite 
a change from what Calderén actually wrote and from that 
standpoint is thoroughly unsatisfactory. 

Text C. — Text C, the Keil edition, as compared with text 
_ D, that of Hartzenbusch, approaches more nearly Text A, the 
Mejor or first known printed edition, than does D, which 
approaches more nearly text B, that of Vera Tassis. Practi- 
cally that constitutes nearly the entire difference between the 
Keil and the Hartzenbusch editions. Krenkel points out in 
the text of the Alcalde de Zalamea as constituted by Keil only 
two improvements over the texts A and B (II, 6o0r f. and III, 
132), while a half dozen other changes made by Keil appear 
to Krenkel unnecessary. | 

Text D.— Text D, the Hartzenbusch edition, appears to 
Krenkel to have undergone the filing and polishing process of 
the reconstituter, who was first and foremost a keen litterateur 
and wel] versed in the kind of writing adapted to the text upon 
which he was operating. His heart’s desire was naturally 
rather to make a good text than to reconstitute what in many 
cases was obviously poor or indifferent. Krenkel says many of 
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his substitutions are thoroughly convincing, others plausible, 
but not a few unnecessary or arbitrary, and some absolutely 
incorrect, for all of which statements he cites conclusive proofs. 
Moreover, he says, that because Calder6én himself would have 
undoubtedly acknowledged as improvements many of the sub- 
stitutions of Vera Tassis or gf Hartzenbusch, nevertheless that 
does not give a modern criti¢ the right to inject into the text 
such improvements. On the contrary, he is in duty bound to 
stick fast to the best vouched for edition of the author’s text 
whether that be pleasing or not, only making corrections when 
that text is obviously corrupt. But imstead of doing so, 
Hartzenbusch has availed himself of the substitutions of his 
predecessors together with the help of his own rare intuition 
to make not a reconstruction of the original text, but an im- 
provement upon it. In doing so, he has had to sacrifice the 
original text to euphony, rhythm, versification and word ap- 
propriateness. This is indeed absolutely true. One has but 
to compare such verses as the following, in which Krenkel 
follows what is apparently the nearest original text, that is 
text A, with the substitutions made by Hartzenbusch, in order 
to be convinced:

Such cases as the above, and similar infelicities, are unfor- 
tunately quite frequent all through the 1651 edition of the 
Alcalde de Zalamea and point to haste and negligence on the 
part of the author when not due possibly to other causes as 
well. If we wish to read the Alcalde de Zalamea revised and 
improved, we have only to make use of the Hartzenbusch 
edition. If we wish to read, as nearly as possible, what Cal- 
der6n composed himself, the strictest scientific investigation 
would indicate that this may best be done in the Krenkel 
edition.

The kind of verse most pleasing to the Spanish ear is the 
octosyllabic, the prevailing meter of the popular romances, 
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dealing with heroic or legendary material, and therefore called 
romance. ‘The number of verses of this form of poetry is in- 
_ definite and ordinarily each verse counts eight syllables. The 
even lines, 2, 4, 6, 8, etc., have assonance (note 60), where the 
stress also falls, while the vowels,and consonants of the odd 
lines are unlike in sound. The assonance is usually feminine, 
- that is, one in which the two final syllables have the same 
vowel (a-e, I, 214 et seg.), but sometimes masculine, that is, 
one in which the final syllable only has the same vowel (0, I, 
682 et seg.). It isnot unusual to vary the assonance as much 
as possible in order to avoid monotony. This kind of verse 
occurs where the action and dialogue are dramatic, as in the 
passages just indicated, or expository as in III, 1-348, or may 
occur when a new character is introduced as in III, 839 et seq. 

The redondilla is a form of rhymed verse, of seven or eight 
_ syllables, consisting of four verses in the order a-b-b-a, c-d-d-c, 
~ etc.; that is, the first verse rhyming with the fourth and the 

second with the third. It is used in lively and animated scenes, 
as in the opening verses of the play, and in 113-212; II, 391- 
- 426, etc. 

The quintilla consists of five verses, of seven or eight syl- 
lables, which have two rhymes, three lines having one rhyme 
~ and two lines having another, but no three successive lines 
may rhyme together. The rhymes may be either masculine 
or feminine. The possible combinations are a-a-b-b-a, a-b-b- 
a-a, a-b-a-b-a, a-b-a-b-b, a-a-b-a-b, a=b-a-a-b. It is used in 
the play (II, 557-680) where considerable feeling and emotion 
rather than action occurs. 

The silva consists of verses of seven and eleven syllables, 
usually alternating. Each verse is made to rhyme, the rhymes 
being feminine. The effect is somewhat that of improvisa- 
tion. It is well adapted to the scene in which so much violent 
action occurs (I, 557-680).

PERSONAS 


El rey Felipe II (1527-1598); Philip II, son of the Emperor 
Charles V and Isabella of Portugal, was born at Valladolid 
and died at the Escurial. Throughout his reign of forty-two 
years (1556-1598) his aim was to restore the Roman Catholic 
religion to the Protestant countries of Europe and to introducé 
a uniform and despotic form of government throughout his 
diversified dominions. 

The striking incidents of his reign are the successful revolt 
of the Netherlands (1567), the brilliant naval victory of his 
half brother Don Juan of Austria, gained over the Turks at 
Lepanto, October 7, 1571, the annexation of Portugal in 1580 
with the accomplishment of which the events in the Alcalde 
de Zalamea are connected, and the unsuccessful expedition 
against England in 1588, known in history as that of the In- 
vincible Armada. During his reign, Spain outwardly kept her 
place as the leading country of Europe but rapidly declined 
under his successors. Cf. Introduction II, III, XIX. 

Don Lope de Figueroa, a famous~general of the time of 
Philip II. He served in many important undertakings and 
battles of the period, notably under Don Juan of Austria, upon 
whose flagship he was at the battle of Lepanto (1571) where 
he was wounded. He was sent to Madrid, carrying the dis- 
patches announcing the victory, and bore with him the green 
standard of the galley of the Turkish admiral. Cf. Introduction

characters portrayed in a lighter vein in Spanish plays are 
frequently named from commgn nouns suggesting the réle; 
cf. Ariel in the Tempest; Shallow, Pistol, etc., in Henry IV; 
the ruffians in Goethe’s Faust, Part II, Raufebold, Hahebald, 
Haltefest; the canteen woman Eileheute. Goethe was pro- 
foundly interested in and influenced by Calder6én. Moreover 
in Wycherly’s Love in a Word, such names may be noted as 
Gripe, Addleplot, Dapperivit and Flippant. Here again the 
influence of Spanish writers isconceivable. It is only fair, how- 
ever, to state that some modern scholars question the influ- 
ence of Calderén and the Spanish drama on Shakespeare, and 
consider the influence of Calderén on Goethe as exaggerated, 
and that Goethe was not influenced by Calderén in naming the 
ruffians. 

Rebolledo; the common noun rebolledo = an oak grove has 
here no obvious relevancy. The intensive particle re (as in 
re + bueno = doubly good and [j re + viva! v. 89] re + bollecer = 
meter bulla o ruido), on the other hand, does suit the character 
admirably. Just as La Chispa and Rebolledo, the characters 
drawn less seriously, correspond and accompany each other, the 
names of these characters are analagous in that they indicate 
the respective réles of the characters. Krenkel suggests that 
the name Rebolledo was chosen possibly because of its resem- 
blance in sound to rebolludo = rehecho y doble, ‘ doubly strong 
and firm’ (cf. ‘ Hearts of Oak,’ ‘Old Hickory’). Zerolo gives 
the origin of rebolludo: de rebollo, and rebollo: L. robur = Sp. 
roble, “an oak tree.’ The character partakes rather of bulla, 
‘noise and bluster,’ than rebollo, ‘such sturdy strength as that 
of the trunk of the oak.’ 

Zalamea, name of a small town, the scene of the play, in 
the old province of Estremadura (now comprised in those of 
Badajoz and Caceres) in southwestern Spain, about 74 miles 
E. S. E, of Badajoz. It is also known as Zalamea de la Serena, 
and as such is distinguished from Zalamea la Real, in the province 
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farther south of Huelva. It now has some 4700 inhabitants, 
and produces fruits, oil, and cereals. Its most remarkable 
monument is the tower of the parish church (cf. vv. I, 117, 120) 
Nuestra Senora de los Milagros, which was built partly from 
portions of a memorial to the emperor Trajan dating back to 
the year 103. ‘ 
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5. ¢€Somos gitanos aqui? At the time of the play roving 
bands of Gipsies were familiar sights to the Spaniards, as may 
be easily divined from Cervantes’ novel La gitanilla and his 
play Pedro de Urdemalas. kX. 

7-8. Una arrollada bandera...; the banner is borne un- 
furled, desplegada, when necessary to encourage the troops, 
as on a hard march or in battle; otherwise, it is customary to 
have it borne as here arrollada. 

20. pues es cierto llegar luego..., ‘then it is certain to 
come immediately to the quartermaster the mayors to say,’ 
i.e., then you can count on the coming of the mayors to the quarter- 
master to SAY... 

25-29. Responderles (v. 25) and Decir (v. 29) may be con- 
strued with es cierto (llegar), but they are better taken as 
historical infinitives in rapid narration: the former (the quarter- 
master) will (begin to) reply to them... he will (undertake to) 
SOV ee 

32-33. Y nosotros...a obedecer, and we (set out) to obey: 
(historical infinitive; cf. preceding note). 

35-36. Para él orden monacal, Y para mi mendicante; word 
play on orden, ‘command,’ ‘order’ (v. 34) and orden, ‘ mo- 
nastic or Friar’s order.’ The monastic orders were wealthy; the 
begging, or mendicant Friar’s orders, notoriously poor. The 
quartermaster reaps such benefits as de the monastic orders, 
while the soldiers suffer the lot of the mendicant Friars. 

64. Que viene tras la persona; Rebolledo means behind his 
own important person; persona in picaresque parlance, or rather 
in slang, is used thus. Kk. 

76. regidor; in every city, town, and village there was either 
an alcalde or ‘mayor’ of the town, or an officer that corres- 
ponded known by the terms, corregidor, regidor (from regir, ‘ to 
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direct,’ ‘govern.’ These officers were the official presidents of 
the municipal body. 

80. Mesa franca con el mes (word play on mesa and mes), free 
lunch with the monthly pay. Men holding positions of authority 
in Spain in the sixteenth century were expected to support and 
did maintain a great many Spongers and hangers on. The 
higher the position, the more fetainers, parasites and sycophants 
enjoyed “the free lunch.” The Krenkel text here reads: Menos 
regla con el mes, less regulation with the month, i.e., pay irregu- 
larly the monthly wages. Such regidores have less regla than 
regalos, the result being that the servants provide for them- 
selves bountifully by purloining.in every possible way. On 
account of the ambiguity possible in the meaning of regla, the 
Hartzenbusch reading mesa franca is considered preferable for 
the present text. 

94. una jacara o cancién is the subject of inquieta. The 
speech suggests the Spanish proverb: “Quien canta sus males 
espanta” (Don Quijote, Part I, Chapter XXII). 

95-96. Responda a esa peticién Citada la castafieta; legal 
phraseology. Rebolledo is supposed to have summoned before 
a tribunal the instrument la castafeta (castanets) to give testi- 
mony: let the castaneis summoned to appear answer this petition. 

too. Cantan Rebolledo y la Chispa; these couplets are thought 
by some commentators to be genuine verses of the Spanish 
soldiers of the period rather than Calderén’s own inventions. 

105. Vaya a la guerra el alférez, lei the ensign go off to the war. 
When a soldier got a permit to raise a company he appointed an 
ensign (alférez) and then the two set to work to enlist recruits. 

106. Y embarquese el capitan, and let the captain embark (for 
a sea voyage). In the period of the play (1581), companies of 
soldiers were continually being shipped over to Italy and back 
to Spain. This explains the current use here of this nautical 
word. 

131. Justo, hasta que venga, es; the es goes with justo, coming 
where it does at the end of the line, in order to rhyme with 
pues. 

146. Guadalupe; the towns Llerena, Zalamea, Guadalupe, 
indicate that the troops were,marching to the northward. Where 
they came from is not clear (cf. note to III, 944). It is possible 
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they may have disembarked at the port of C4diz. The expedi- 
tion is connected with the events in Portugal, from whose court 
_ Philip II received the oath of allegiance April 1, 1581. 

147. el tercio; the regiment, so named because composed 
of a third (éercero) part of the military population of a place: 
tercio de Flandes, de Lombardia, de Népoles, de Sicilia, etc. Al- 
mirante’s Diccionario militar, cited by Maccoll (p. 271 of his 
edition of the Alcalde) states that ‘‘ the regimental system ap- 
pears to have been adopted in the Spanish army in the first 
half of the sixteenth century... A tercio consisted at first of 
3000 men, but the number was subsequently much reduced. 
~In 1536 it consisted of ten compdnies of pikemen ”’ (men armed 
with pikes, long spear-headed weapons) “and two of 250 men 
each of harquebusiers” (men having harquebuses, very primi- 
tive firearms). 

159. Huéspeda, mateme una gallina,...; these two verses, 
repeated from vv. 111-112, foreshadow, as frequently in Cal- 
derén, the catastrophe of the play. The implication is that 
something out of the ordinary, fowl (gallina), must be brought 
on; the usual course (carnero) is too ordinary. Fowls were 
especially esteemed by the soldiers, while mutton was considered 
quite commonplace. Cf. note on II, 497. 

‘170. Mas pompa y mas presuncién...; the province of 
Leén is the oldest portion of the Spanish monarchy and the 
first to free itself from Moorish domination. Therefore its in- 
habitants are particularly proud of their old Christian origin 
with less of Arab admixture than is possible elsewhere in the 
Spanish peninsula. Kk. 

185. ¢ Que haya en el mundo..., (is it possible) that there 
be any one in the world who can say the like of that? 

186. ¢ Pues no, menticato? Js there any one who would say 
the contrary, you imbecile? Pues no suggests the repetition of 
the sergeant’s question of astonishment in a negative sense. 

187-190. Hay mas bien gastado rato; the construction is 
loose, the idea being: Hay mejor pasatiempo...Que el de [ver] 
una villana y ver,... K. 

214. Que de un floco rocinante; rocinante as described by 
Cervantes, according to the ideas of Don Quijote (I, i) is as fol- 
lows: “Rocinante nombre a su parecer alto, sonoro, y significativo 
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de lo que habia sido cuando fué roctn, antes de lo que ahora era, 
que era antes y primero de todos los rocines del mundo.” 

217. Parece a aquel Don Quijote...; the First Part of 
the Don Quijote appeared in 1605; the Second Part not until — 
1615. According to Gayangos, to whose work, Cervantes en 
Valladolid, the student is referred, and an illustrative passage 
from this work quoted by Maccoll (Alcalde I, 217) the literature 
of the period proves that even before the publication of Cer- 
vantes’ immortal work, the habit of comparing singular figures 
to Don Quijote had begun (witness this sixteenth century allu- 
sion), and it has gone on‘ever since. However, reference to 
Gayangos fails to corroborate this explanation and the allusion 
may therefore be taken as an anachronism pure and simple. 
The allusions in Calderén to the Don Quijote testify to its popu- 
larity. Despite the anachronism in the particular allusion here 
contained, it is eminently appropriate on the lips of one of the 
soldiers of Figueroa’s crack regiment, the terci¢ de Flandes, in- 
asmuch as it seems not improbable that Cervantes himself 
served in that regiment in the expedition to Portugal. 

225. ¢Como va el rucio? Rodado; the word play on the ad- 
jective rodado, ‘dappled,’ ‘spotted’ and the participle rodado 
‘ pulled along’ (because the horse was so completely used up) 
is thus rendered by Fitzgerald: “Don Mrenpo. How’s the gray 
horse? Nuno. You may well call him the dun (‘done’) 
[spotted dark brown], so screw’d he can’t move a leg.” 

236. Calzome palillo y guantes; see Vocabulary, calzar; 
cdlzome = vistome. It was the custom of the coxcombs of the 
period to stick toothpicks in their hats or in the interstices of 
a chain worn for ornament around their necks. This was sup- 
posed to produce the impression on those remarking the tooth- 
picks that their owners had just risen from a hearty meal. x. 
The toothpicks were frequently of gold, ivory, etc., and quite 
valuable; cf. Century Dictionary under ‘ toothpick.’ 

250. Lastima da el villanaje; the nobility, or hidalgos, were 
exempt from the burden of taking into their houses the soldiers. 
They were billeted on the townspeople or peasantry. 

300. Que adelgaza la hambre..., that hunger sharpens the 
wits. DON Menno. You imbecile, am I hungry? The feminine 
article Ja, with hambre, is found used in Calderén texts, where 
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modern usage calls for el; cf. Este ayuda (I, 654), where a mascu- 
line demonstrative adjective is found used with a feminine noun. 

305-306. ..., y no hay greda...; the ancients had a belief 
which led them to ascribe to saliva, free from food influence of 
any kind for a long time, wonderful properties — of which the 
text here offers an example; cf. Pliny: Historia naturalis, lib. 28, 
§35. x. : 

312-313. Que a un hidalgo no le hace Falta il comer, for a 
nobleman has no absolute necessity to eat at all. This same idea 
Don Quijote expresses when he says (I, 10): ‘‘ Hdgote saber, Sancho, 
que es honra de los caballeros andantes no comer en un mes...’ 

337. Huelgas en Burgos; i.e. Sunta Marta de las Huelgas ; 
the famous Cistercian nunnery, founded by Alfonso VIII of Spain 
(III of Castille, reigned 1158-1214), in memory of a notable bat- 
tle with the Moors (the Almohades, an Arabian dynasty, ruling in 
Spain over one hundred years). The battle is known as that of 
Las Navas-de-Tolosa, in the Province of Jaén, Andalucia, and 
was fought by the kings of Aragon, Castille and Navarre on 
July 16, 1212 against the united Mohammedan forces under 
Miramamolin Almanzor. In the reconquest of Spain, the battle 
is one of the most important, and the Christian victory is cele- 
brated by the Catholic Church in the annual feast known as 
the Triumph of the Holy Cross. The daughter of Alfonso VIII, 
Berenguela, retired to this convent as did many of the members 
of the royal families of Spain and of the nobility. The expres- 
sion Huelgas en Burgos appears here to be used in a general 
sense: Isn’t there a [proper place] Huelgas de Burgos to put her 
in when I get angry, without my marrying her? Moreover there is 
a pun on Huelgas en Burgos and huelgas ‘recreations’; cf ‘ Pues 
le ayuno y no le huelgo.” Lavida es sueno, III, 36: “ For I cele- 
brate him [Silence, personified] by fasting, not by feasting” | 
(holgar, ‘to enjoy’ and ‘to feast’). 4 

344. Aunque no he de sentarme...; one of the many proy- 
erbs quoted by Sancho Panza of which the remaining half is 
here“added. (Don Quijote, Part II, 29): “Haz lo que tu amo te 
manda y siéntate con él a la mesa,” freely: ‘ A good servant need © 
not fear his master’s presence.’ 

345-340. Es propio De los que sirven, refranes; see Vo- 
cabulary, refrdn; there is word play on the sense of refranes ; 
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‘ proverbs,’ ‘ refrains,’ ‘ sayings,’ and tener muchos refranes para 
todo = tener salidas o pretextos para cualquiera cosa. Don Quijote 
gives vent on more than one occasion to the annoyance he 
experiences because of Sancho Panza’s constant use of proverbs: 


“+O maldito seas, Sancho . .. sesenta mil satanases te lleven a ti y tus 
refranes,” etc. (IL, 43) and “é A donde vas a parar, Sancho? que seas 
maldito .. . que cuando comienzas“a ensartar refranes y cuentos no te 


puede esperar sino el mismo Judas, que te lleve” (II, 19): ‘‘ Where 
are you going to bring up, plague take you, Sancho, for when once 
you take to stringing proverbs and sayings together, no one can 
understand you but Judas hintself, and I wish he had you.” 

349. Di que por el bello oriente; the obviously ridiculous 
grandiloquent language here used, as well as in vv. 370 e¢ seq., 
seems to show a disposition on the part of Calderén to poke fun 
at the estilo culto, so much in vogue at that period. kK. Other 
scholars maintain that no attack on the estilo culto is intended, 
and that the language is simply the conventional dialogue of 
Spanish plays. 

353-354. Asémate a esa ventana..., look out of this window, 
cousin, so may God protect you (if you do). ‘ Correlative’ 
construction; the second half having no more importance than 
that in: “ Run to the store for me, John, God bless you”; or 
that in: “ You do that for me and I'll be your uncle, I’ll dance 
at your wedding,” etc. 

386. Mas afeite que enojarse; suggestive of the custom, very 
prevalent at the time, that the Spanish ladies had of painting 
their faces. kK. 

394. Caballero andante, knight errant; aventurero (v. 395), 
champion; lides (v. 396), jousts; mantenedor (v. 397), challenger, 
are all terms of knight errantry frequently used in the Don 
Quijote; aventurero is used in the sense of a knight of industry, 
a kind of worthless social climber, the word-play here being in- 
tentional. A genuine champion presents himself to the mantene- 
dor, who is in duty bound obliged to meet all comers; but it is 
evident that a champion, in the sense in which Inés uses the 
word aventurero, would take no chances in presenting himself to 
battle with the mantenedor. 

‘412, Calzado de frente y guantes; an example of one of the 
“ many obscurities in Calder6n that defy the efforts of the com- 
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mentators. Krenkel quotes the meanings for frente, ‘ leather 
hat,’ ‘hat,’ ‘ plumes,’ etc., given by von der Malsburg, Gries, 
Damas Hinard, Latour. But the dictionaries give no such 
_ meanings for frente, and these renderings have every appear- 
ance of mere conjectures such as the translations, be it said not 
to disparage them, abound in. Krenkel suggests that possibly 
instead of frente, a two-syllable word having the meaning of 
palillo (cf. v. 236: Cdlzome palillo y guantes) may have been 
originally in the text. But not knowing any such, he takes 
Juan’s remark for facetiousness, and cites the dictionary meaning 
of frente calzada: “‘la que es poco espacioso, por nacer el cabello 
a corta distancia de las cejas,” —i.e., ‘low browed,’ — but this, 
as regards the sense, is unsatisfactory. The Diccionario de la 
Academia gives under calzada, ‘‘ anything that may be used to 
cover and disguise the foot.” By gloves and boots he may 
disguise his hands and feet and use his capa to hide his face. There 
is the possibility of calzada de frente meaning ‘ masked,’ ‘ dis- 
guised’ (his hair perhaps drawn down over his eyes for the 
purpose), or even wearing a real mask. Hatied and gloved fits 
the sense rather freely for want of anything better. The most 
natural interpretation seems to be as in the calzado de palillos 
(v. 236), that is simply placing emphasis upon Mendo’s poverty 
or rather his attempt to disguise it. 

418. Dios os guarde; this conventional greeting ‘may God 
be with you,’ is, as used by the nobleman Don Mendo to the 
peasant Pedro Crespo, entirely appropriate; but when used by 
the latter to return the former’s greeting is entirely inappro- 
priate and intentionally uncivil, on the part of the peasant 
towards the nobleman, a more formal expression of acknowledg- 
ment being called for. Pedro Crespo does not even use a term 
of address (Sefor), as even common civility suggests. 

423. éDe dénde bueno? familiar expression for ¢De dénde 
vienes? and a little more polite in that it is not so bluntly put 
or so point blank. While asking the question, something like 
“Whats the good word with you?” seems also to be implied, 
éA donde bueno? is analagous to éA dénde vas ? 

439-442. ; Oh, quiera Dios...! these verses may be said 
to foreshadow, somewhat faintly and remotely, the catastrophe 
of the play; cf. note to I, 159 for a similar prediction, — and 
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the opposite viewpoint, that this parlance is purely conventional, 
no allusion whatever being intimated. 

442. O algéin viento me las tale! or some wind blow them 
down; las referring to the érojes, ‘barns’ or ‘sheds.’ The lo, 
which B. C. D. texts have, Krenkel takes to be due to the lo 
in the preceding verse. He follows the A. text, making /as refer 
to the lightly built sheds. Krenkel may be right in his adhering 
to las; nevertheless Jo = ‘the grain’ seems more natural to the 
editor of the present text. This fact is thus stated here in prefer- 
ence to tampering with Krenkel’s text. 

445. Ala pelota he jugado; quite a popular pastime at this 
period, especially among the well-to-do middle classes, but 
frowned upon by the nobility. kK. 

456. Mas de lo que esta delante, more than what is down on 
the gaming board, or more than you actually possess. It is quite 
in keeping with Calderén’s style to use the phrase in several 
meanings at once. Possibly such meanings are quite possible 
as: Don’t gamble more than you are ahead; don’t gamble at all, 
don’t start, don’t get into debt, don’t bull your luck if you have a 
losing streak. 

462. En tu vida,...; a reference to the proverb: “ Dineros y 
no consejos.” 

479. Yid; y fore in this combination appears not infrequently 
in Calderén’s plays. 

513. Enmendar su vejacién; the infinitive enmendar goes with 
hace in v. 510; Gain! that he cures his discomfort. 

532. Flandes, Flanders; a tract of territory now occupied by 
the Netherlands. At the period of the play (1581), it was 
under the united Houses of Spain and Austria. — el tercio viejo 
de —; the old Flemish regiment, so-called because of the part 
performed by it in the campaign in Flanders rendering it one 
of the celebrated regiments of the time of Philip IT. 

597-598. Aunque no sea De mucho ingenio..., although (the 
artifice) be not particularly ingenious, for the one (i.e., the cap- 
tain) who sees her (i.c., Isabel) to-day, it will not matier. 

618-619. Cuanto dinero tengo...; legal phraseology recall- 
ing the form in vogue when taking an oath something similar to 
the debtor’s oath. Those who made use of the formula were 
known as pobres de solemnidad. Xk. 
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624. El juego del boliche por mi cuenta; formerly in Spain 
there was in many regiments a soldier, either self-appointed or 
selected by the commanding officer, whose duty was to super- 
intend the games played by the soldiers, and whose recompense - 
was a certain tax levied upon each player. The most popular 
game was el boliche, apparently somewhat on the order of troll- 
madam, or pigeon holes, mentioned in The Winter’s Tale (IV, ii). 
The man who had charge of the game was called the bolichero. 

657. Ya empieza su tronera; word play on the meanings 
* porthole,’ ‘ small window,’ ‘ aperture’ and ‘ rattle brained fel- 
low.’ Through the ‘embrasure’ or ‘loophole’ was projected 
a volley of missiles. ‘ Already his porthole begins,’ 7.¢., ‘a 
volley of objurgations is beginning to be discharged,’ or more 
freely: Now he is beginning to lose his head. Possibly the word- 
play may impress the reader as “‘ far-fetched.”” Many such are 
in evidence in the plays of Calderén and simply illustrate one 
of the traits in plays of the period, especially in the passages of 
lighter vein, in which the gracioso figures prominently. 

673. Acudid todos presto; this speech, in the Hartzenbusch 
text, is assigned to Juan; but, as Krenkel points out, it is not 
consistent with the character of the young man, to make him 
call for help; it belongs rather to la Chispa. On the other hand, 
it may be said that the reason given by Krenkel is not sufficient 
for transferring this line to Chispa. She has just spoken (v. 672). 
On Juan’s lips the utterance simply expresses alarm, not timidity. 
Note, moreover, Chispa’s next words: vv. 675-78. 

684. Pues es templo del amor; Hartzenbusch reads: Puesto 
que es templo de amor. The question of hiatus for gaining a 
syllable, if need be, is not commendable according to Morel- 
Fatio who lucidly discusses the question in his edition of the 
Méagico prodigioso: pp. \-lix. Cf. also III, 549 and III, 775, 
where the point again occurs. i. 

7os. Hacer vos el homicidio; cf. II, 497. The idea of the dé- 
nouement, in various ways, is supposed by some commentators 
to be mtimated throughout the play; cf. note to I, 439. But, on 
the other hand, it may be said there is no allusion whatever to 
the dénouement. The lines are merely conventional for which 
numerous parallels may easily be cited. 

707-710. Caballero, si cortés..., if, sir, through graciously 


se 
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acceding to our request (to pardon the soldier), you put us under 
a life obligation, let not your guaranty for his safety so quickly 
waver (in that you make me responsible for pardoning him, 
which nullifies the value of the favor you have granted). 

735-740. (Ap. j Vive el cielo... Y no ha de ser); in the 
opinion of Krenkel, this entire aparte is in the wrong place, and 
probably should be assigned fo Crespo. There does not seem 
to be adequate reason to assign these verses to Juan, while the 
appropriateness of Crespo’s uttering them is more apparent. 
Juan would then come in with v. 740. 

726. Muy noble, sin duda,ssois; the idea is (although ironical) 
that none but a high born caballero could so quickly forget his 
vexation. Consequently, the captain must be of noble lineage 
complying summarily as he does with the proverb, ‘ Noblesse 
oblige.” 

752. Y el de su respeto yo, and I (esteem equally the favor 
of) his respect (for her). 

762. Como quisiere, y vos no; Hartzenbusch reads: Como 
quisiere, y no vos. This appears to be the better reading be- 
cause of mo in v. 764. Such rimes are not allowable. 

776. Ojo, avizor; the sense appears to be as explained in the 
Vocabulary. The text of Hartzenbusch has: Ojo, avizor (i.e., 
a comma between the two words). Avizor, as a noun according 
to the Donadfu and Puignau Diccionario: —“ El que acecha lo 
que pasa, para advertirlo a sus companeros:” ‘(An) eye (open), 
watch,’ z.e., lookout, watch. Taking Chispa as the one on guard 
the ‘ watch,’ avizor, as a noun, with the punctuation as here 
given, this interpretation seems quite possible. When used as 
an adjective, the dictionaries define ojo avizor (without the comma 
between the two’ words) as noted in the Vocabulary: ‘a sharp 
lookout.’ Ojo alone is frequently found used as a call in the sense 
of ‘ watch out ’; ojo avizor (without the comma between) = alerta, 
con cuidado, ‘look out,’ ‘take care.’ This is the reading in 
Krenkel’s edition of the play and is supported by the Academy 
Dictionary. The meter, however, requires the comma, which is 
most likely Hartzenbusch’s reason for adopting it. 

788. Eche por un corredor; the verb eche, in the subjunctive, 
depends on some expression-understood as: juro; so too, in II, 


, 36-37: “Si por el honor no fuera De Isabel, [juro] que le matara.” 
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789. ¢No me basta haber subido..., isn’t it enough for me 
to have climbed clear up here in spite of the pain in this leg, would 
that the devils had carried it off, amen (per omnia secula secu- 
lorum) without (in addition) your not telling what’sbeen the matter ? 
Modern and ancient literature “cites many examples of famous 
generals who suffered from Lope’s complaint, the gout — among 
them Septimius Severus, Alba, and the Swedish general, Torsten- 
so(h)n. 

815. Denle dos tratos de cuerda; the punishment consisted 
in tying the hands of the culprit behind him, and hoisting him 
up by means of a rope passed through a pulley overhead and 
fastened to his arms. When once pulled up, the victim was let 
down with a jerk and the body was left dangling. 

816. Tra-qué han de darme, sefior? word-play on tratos (de 
cuerda), (cord) ‘ treatment’ or ‘ punishment,’ and tra(tos) mean- 
ing, ‘ usage,’ ‘ manner of life,’ ‘ living,’ etc., What kind of treat- 
ment are they to give me, Sir? It would seem that Rebolledo 
starts off to say tratos de cuerda... senor, and breaks off, with 
the idea of getting a lighter punishment. 

830. No tuvisteis (razén) para haber..., you were not right 
in having exposed the town to the danger of total destruction; that 
is, had Crespo and his son laid hold of the soldiers, the whole 
town was liable to be treated as explained in III, 841 et seq., 
that is, burned completely. 

834. Hola, echa un bando, tambor, hulloa there, drummer, 
sound off. Don Lope calls from the window to the drummer 
who, together with the general’s escort, is in attendance below 
awaiting his commands; cf. note to III, 823. 

841. Y vos con este disgusto; i.e., the captain, referring to 
v. 745 and to v. 805. 

847. Tus preceptos; Don Lope uses the second person plural 
os in addressing both Pedro Crespo and the captain, while the 
latter uses the second person singular to Don Lope, a form in 
modern Spanish, which aside from its regular use in the family, 
and between intimates, and to servants, is found only in sacred 
or poetical style. Cf. a like use of t@ when Rebolledo addresses 
the captain, II, 149: “la culpa, Si se entiende, serd nuestra, No 
twya;” cf. notes to IT, 525, III, 553, 823. 

894. No haremos migas; the complete expression is hacer 
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buenas (or malas) migas, to be on good (or bad) terms with. The 
lower classes subsisted largely on oil, vinegar, and bread. With 
these ingredients, together with bread crumbs cooked in oil, 
with pepper and garlic, they compounded their migas; buenas 
migas implying capital eating, and the phrase xo haremos migas 
suggesting inability to break bread together in peace, hence to 
get on well (cf. II, 500). 
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2. Todo esto conté Gines&...; todo esto refers to what took 
place in Pedro Crespo’s house as related by the servant; see 
I, 583 e¢ seq. 

30. Atite dé mal de muelas; see muela in Vocabulary. There 
appears to be word-play here between ; Buenas nuevas... in 
the preceding verse and mal de muelas in this verse, the play 
depending on the similarity of sound in the two phrases. Dolor 
de muelas is the usual expression for toothache; the meter here 
requires mal de mucelas. 

56. Sobre el marco de la puerta? It was customary to place 
coats of arms, shields, etc., over the main entrance doorway of 
a house. Nufio, with his customary facetiousness, implies that 
the only arms possessed by his master are those pictured in 
the tile over the door. 

75. En un dia el solo alumbra...; a passage thoroughly in 
the style of Calderén, in which en un dia is repeated six times, 
followed at the end of the passage with its repetition twice, 
summing up thus the conclusion from the evidence. So in the 
captain’s next speech (vv. 103-115) de una vez occurs four times 
and at the end, in the recapitulation, once. In their way, these 
two passages, although revealing mannerism, are very striking 
and can hardly fail to make a lasting impression. The reader 
has a feeling of regret that two such little gems of verse should 
be spoken by such a dastardly villain as the captain. The idea 
expressed in vy. 75-100 may be found in Don Quijote, II, 10. 

137. Alcaida is not found in the dictionaries; alcaide is given, 
meaning ‘ governor of a castle,’ ‘ jailer,’ ‘ warden.’ The feminine 
of alcaide is alcaidesa, the Wife of the alcaide. It is not likely 
that Rebolledo would use as learned a form as alcaidesa, for 
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which he might substitute a seemingly more common feminine 
ending, as he does, alcaida. Moreover, this term appears to be 
used jocosely rather than literally, and is simply the gracioso’s 
way of designating his helpmate, 

140. gira is the older spelling in the Hartzenbusch text for 
more modern jira, which latter Krenkel adopts. The word 
appears to come from the Greek xaloay, to rejoice, have a good 
time, hence picnic, outing. 

152. Pase por todas mis penas; Hartzenbusch reads: Pase 
por todas mi pena, let my pain pass through them all (the diffi- 
culties). This appears to be a simpler and more natural reading 
than that of Krenkel: let me pass through all my pains. 

157. Téngase, stand back, stay there; this is the reading of 
several of the texts, while that of Hartzenbusch is: Tenga esa, 
take that (dagger thrust); the esa would seem to refer to some 
feminine noun: esa cuchillada. 

161. Sobre hacerme alicantina; see Vocabulary, alicantina; ali- 
cantinia from Alicante, a town in S. E. Spain, in the old prov- 
ince of Valencia. The people of Alicante had the reputation 
of cheating. Chispa looked after the game, as she says, to see 
whether the ball-throws resulted in “ odd ” or ‘‘ even,” and the 
gambler tried to cheat her out of her dues for attendance of an 
hour and a half. 

167. Mientras que con el barbero,...; in those days, 
barbers usually were ready to perform the duties of surgeons. 
The modern barber’s pole with its painted stripes is a relic 
recalling the sign of the bloodletter, or surgeon, of former 
times. The blood drawn trickled over a board which was 
used as a surgeon’s signboard. Later the blood streaks were 
imitated by painting red stripes alternating with the white 
._ stripes of the sign. According to Krenkel, there is word-play 
on puntos. Poniéndose en puntos con el barbero, while he is 
having it out with the barber in points, stitches; ‘ points’ that 
you win in cards or dice; ‘ stitches’ that the barber or surgeon 
takes iff sewing up the wound made by Chispa; cf. II, 5096. 
Ponerse con is usually used with bien =‘ to propitiate,’ or with 
mal =‘ to get on bad terms with.’ 

187. los dias de agosto, No tienen mas recompensa Que sus 
‘noches; the summer days in southern Spain are well-nigh un- 
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endurable because of the intolerable heat, redeemed in a measure, 
however, by nights that are comparatively cool. 

193. que el viento suave..., for the gentle breeze that rusiles 
in the tender leaves of these vines and boughs makes a thousand 
pleasant murmurings keeping time with this fountain, a zither of 
siluer and pearls, because the pebbles are chords atiuned on frets 
of gold (the larger pebbles being the fret for attuning the river 
bed, all composed of small pebbles). Crespo delicately implies 
that he cannot furnish Don Lope with such vocal and instru- 
mental music as the society people of the time were in the habit 
of having at the evening meal, and he must substitute such 
natural means as are at hand, The passage, in its imagery and 
in the music of the words, is one of the gems of Spanish verse. 

215. Sentaos Crespo; politeness exacted toward so dis- 
tinguished a guest as Don Lope that the host remain standing 
‘ until invited by his guest to be seated. Xk. 

226. Aun en la silla primera? The reference is to I, 850 ef seq., 
where the incident evidently takes place, although nothing is 
said about it. K. 

258. si ha ya treinta Afios -asistiendo en Flandes,...; as 
is pointed out by Krenkel, Calderén either consciously or un- 
consciously drew on his imagination regarding the length of 
time Don Lope served in Flanders. His whole extent of service 
down to 1s80, the time of the play, embraced thirty years, a 
small portion of which was spent in the Netherlands, where the 
revolt against the Spaniards broke out in 1567; cf. xxvi. 

328. ¢ Fuérades con gusto a ella? Would you go into it with 
pleasure? The old uncontracted forms in —ades and —edes are 
usual in the plays of Calderén, being retained especially when 
the accent falls on the antipenult, or to add a syllable. 

337. A su ventana una piedra; it was customary for the 
serenader thus to attract the attention of the lady to whom he 
was paying homage. Moreover, if not poetically inclined him- 
self, he frequently got someone more skilful in composing verse 
to write a song containing the name of the lady to whom it 
was directed. The little ballad here sung in honor of Isabel 
is ascribed to Géngora. The following pleasing rendering of 
it will be found in Edward Fitzgerald’s version of El alcalde de 
Zalamea: 
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Ah for the red spring rose, 
Down in the garden growing, 

Fading as fast as it blows, 
Who shall arrest its going? 

Peep from thy. window and tell, 
Fairest of fléwers, Isabel. 


Wither it would, but the bee 
Over the blossom hovers, 

And the sweet life ere it flee 
With as sweet art recovers, 

Sweetest at night in his cell, 
Fairest of flowers, Isabel. 


361. Pues j y cOmo que lo es! Then how (badly done) it is! 
Another reading is Pues j y cémo silo es! Then how badly done 
it is, if it is done, which seems to mean that if it is done at all 
(which is hardly conceivable to Crespo) then how execrably done 

it is! > 
' 371. (Ap. Disimulemos, honor); this method of address to 
oneself, to one’s thoughts, to honor, justice, etc., is frequently 
made use of by Calderon. 

372. j Quién en la calle estuviera! (‘Who would not want to 
bein the street !’) i.e., Oh, would that I were in the street! Quién, 
implying the first person singular, is thus used in wishing. 

386. Disimulan que les pesa; for Disimulan lo que les pesa. 

389. j Hola, mancebo! Crespo notices that his son is very 
anxious to get out on to the street, and to prevent him motions 
to him that his bed chamber is in the opposite direction. 

396-397. j Que no haya una ventana...; if the window was 
left wide open or half open, that was a sign that the serenade was 
acceptable. s 

402. jinete de la costa; mounted knights armed in the 
manner of Don Quijote, with helmet, buckler, lance, etc., were 
employed for the protection of the Spanish coastland against in- 
vasion by the Moors or others; cf. the Don Quijote, I, xli, where 
the captive on landing in Spain meets very soon with the ginetes 
or the caballeria de la costa. Likewise on the African coast oppo- 
site Spain similar horsemen for protection against invasion were 
maintained by the Moors. 

420. Si ya no es que ser ordena...; unless he purposes to be 
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some soul walking about in purgatory for the games of cana he 
has played with his shield on his shoulders. The Moorish game of 
cana was so called because played with the cana, a reed, or 
stick nearly five feet long and an inch thick. The players were 
on horseback, one player attempting, as his horse rapidly wheeled, 
to hurl his caja at an opponent who attempted to avoid the 
missile with his shield. The*blows received were not infre- 
quently so severe as to lead to all manner of serious engage- 
ments. Andar en pena is said of those who have died and whose 
ghosts in atonement for sin must keep walking about. 

428. La flor de los andaluges; the inhabitants of Andalusia 
had the reputation of bravery and of a desire to engage in affairs 
such as appeal to ruffians and desperados. The spirit of the 
song is well rendered in Fitzgerald’s version of the play: 


There was once a certain Sampayo 
Of Andalusia the fair; 

A Major he was in the service, 
And a very fine coat did he wear. 

And one night as to-night it might happen, 
That as he was going his round, 

With the Garlo half drunk in a tavern — 
His lovely Chillona he found. 


Now this Garlo, as chronicles tell us, 
Although rather giv’n to strong drinks, 

Was one of those terrible fellows 
Is down on a man ere he winks. 

And so while the Major all weeping 
Upbraided his lady unkind, 

The Garlo behind him came creeping 

. And laid on the Major behind. 


430. Y el rufo de mayor lustre; rufo -a, as noted in the Vo- 
cabulary, means ‘red haired.’ The sense of the passage seems 
to call for the meaning of ‘ ruffian,’ ‘bully.’ The dictionaries, 
Zerolo, Donadiu and Puignau, give: rufo, Germ. rufidn. ‘Germ.,’ 
it may be well to note, upon referring to the Abreviaturas 
usadas en este diccionario, means germania (not Germania), that 
is: ‘rogue’s slang.’ Undetwrufién, the meanings ‘ worthless 
character,’ ‘hired assassin,’ etc., are given. In the picaresque 
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language, the rogue’s dialect, rufo means ‘ruffian.’? Moreover, 
there is in the verse word-play on rufo, ‘red haired’ and ‘ ruf- 
fian,’ and lustre, ‘ brilliancy ’ and ‘ standing’: the red head of the 
most brilliant red, and the ruffian of the highest standing. Jaque 
and rufo have, it would appear, similar meanings; cf. the use 
of Jack in the Elizabethan drama. 

433- que el asonante; assonance in place of rhyme is com- 
mon in Spanish poetry; cf. xli. It consists in the use of the same 
vowel sound in the last syllable of words having different con- 


‘sonants; thus, in English, hat and man are in assonance, but not 


in rhyme. The vowel sounds here in question cul pen, lunes, hices, 
azumbres, are “+e, which combination the names of the other 
days of the week do not contain. Consequently it is not neces- 
sary, because what is described happens on a Monday, for those 
who hear the song sung to believe Sampayo a deceived lover. 
Monday, pictured with the horns of the new moon coming out of 
his head, is popularly supposed to be the day when husbands and 
lovers are deceived. Calderén is fond of pleasantry, occasionally 
at the expense of assonance. On that account therefore the 
events related in the song must happen on a Monday, lunes. 

437. el Garlo; the definite article is of frequent occurrence 
in colloquial usage with the names of women, as la Chispa, la 
Chillona (cf. note to la Chispa, page 114); the usage with a man’s 
name, as here, is analogous, and serves to identify or characterize 
more explicitly el Garlo. Garlar is a familiar colloquialism meaning 
“to babble,’ ‘chatter,’ ‘talk.’ Garlo, in the language of rogues, = 
garla, ‘chatter,’ ‘ talk,’ corresponding, thus to Ja Chillona. 

441-442. Rayo de tejado abajo; word-play, meaning 1° A 
streak of lightning from the roof down; 2° A hot headed fellow from 
top to toe. ‘Nube in v. 442 is also used in a double sense, that of 
‘cloud’ and that of ‘ cloak,’ in picaresque language. Garlo, un- 
hampered by a mantle or capa, could fight all the better. 

444. Un tajo y revés sacude, lets fly a right and left. Accord- 
ing to some fencing authorities, there are five strokes; cut, 
reverst, thrust, half cut, and half reverse, or tajo, revés, estocada, 
medio tajo y medio revés. The tajo was a cut delivered from the 
right side on the adversary’s left side; the revés a cut delivered 
from the left on the adversary’s right side. Hartzenbusch reads: 


De tajo y revés, right and left. 
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446 ff. Acuchillan Don Lope y Crespo...; métenlos... en 
fuga is omitted; due probably to the custom of making stage 
directions as brief and concise as possible. 

457-458. ; Votoa Dios, que rifie bien! these two verses recall 
the fact that Crespo practices what he preaches when he says (II, 
24t et seg.):... yo he tomado Por politica discreta jurar con aquel 
que jura, Rezar con aquel que réza.” K. (B.C. D. texts have ; Vive 
Dios ! where A. text, which Krenkel adopts, has j Voto a Dios!) 

486. Y pues amenece ya; since Don Lope overturned the 
table and Crespo the chair (II, 360 e¢ seg.) when about to have 
the evening meal, several hours have elapsed, for the morning 
dawn is beginning to appear. 

497. (Ap. La vida me has de costar); a prophecy of the truth 
of which the captain is unconscious, foreshadowing, according 
to certain commentators, the dénouement, such as is not unfre- 
quently found in Calderén,—analogous examples having 
already been cited in the present play (cf. notes to I, 159, 705, 
and II, 537); but generally believed to be nothing other than 
simply the conventional language of the play. 

500. Ya haremos migas los dos; cf. note to I, 894. 

523. Del océano espafiol; the Atlantic was sometimes called 
el mar océano. 

525. En ese monte le espero; Kressner notes this passage, 
remarking that Je refers to el farol, said of success in love. On 
the contrary, Je refers to the sergeant whom the captain warns 
to be on hand in the wood. Had the captain addressed the 
sergeant as he does just below (v. 545), in the second person 
singular instead of in the third person singular (vaya marchando), 
the allusion could not then have been misunderstood, as the 
pronoun used would have been ¢#e. Ordinarily subordinates, as 
in the case of Nufiez with Mendo, the sergeant with the captain, 
speak to their superiors in the second person singular, the su- 
periors using the second person plural to them; cf. note to I, 847. 
The third person is used as in the passage (v. 518) and in ad- 
dress as in I, 161, 466; cf. note to III, 553. 

526. Porque hallar mi vida quiero; vida is evidently contrasted 
with muerte in the next verse; at the same time, the term of 


endearment, mi vida, my love, referring to Isabel, is plainly 
suggested. 
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532. Puedo yo mostrar gordura; word play on flagueza in 
the preceding line, which besides ‘ weakness,’ has the meaning 
‘ thinness,’ and gordura, ‘fatness,’ a state which is impossible for 
Nuio to hope to acquire. 

534-535. Porque tengo prevenida Una criada, because I have 
a servant all ready (prepared); tener may be used thus with 
transitive verbs when attention is directed to the state of the 
direct object rather than to the action of the verb, in which 
case the participle agrees with the direct object. 

537. A aquesta hermosa homicida; cf. note to I, 705, noting 
the gender of homicida in both cases; cf. note to II, 497 for this 
kind of allusion so frequent in Calderén’s plays, according to 
certain commentators, but believed by others to be the ordinary 
conventional language; cf. also notes to I, 159, 430. 

581. si me ayuda quien...; i.c., the servant girl mentioned 
in -V2.'535. 

596. el que did Al barbero que coser; cf. v. 167. 

610. Que el amor del soldado No dura un hora; this snatch 
of song is found in a little different form in another of Calderén’s 
plays: El valiente negro en Flandes: “El amor del soldado No es 
mas de una hora; En tocando la caja, Adios, Senora.” «. Notice 
the shortened form un = una, analagous to algiin. 

641. La litera; Lope, like other gout-afflicted heroes of ancient 
and more modern times (cf. note to I, 789), had to make use of 
a litter. The Jitera differs from the sila or Sedan chair in that 
it is considerably longer and is borne along not by men but by 
horses or mules. Kk. 

650. Esta venera...; this kind of souvenir (see Vocabulary, 
venera) was frequently presented by the guest when departing 
to the one offering hospitality. It sometimes contained a por- 


trait of the guest. Don Lope makes light of the present when 


telling Isabel she may consider it simply as a patena, a rather 
coarse medallion then much worn as a pendant toa necklace. xk. 
674. Quién nos dijera aquel dia...; in reality it was only 
the day before yesterday that Don Lope arrived, although one 
might well surmisé from the expression aquel dia that it was long 
ago. xk. Nevertheless, it may be said that Calderén not infre- 
quently gives suggestion of double time, as do other dramatists. 
685-743. Escucha lo que te digo; this long passage has been | 
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much admired because of the hard horse sense appropriate to 
the situation which it contains. Schmidt calls it a model in 
its way; Klein compares it with the precepts which Polonius 
offers to his son Laertes as he is about to undertake his jour- 
ney to France; cf. especially v. 722: ‘No rifias por cualquier cosa” 
with the ‘‘ Beware of entrance ‘to a quarrel ” of Polonius (Ham- 
let, I, ii); Krenkel compares it’with “Ja discreta y graciosa platica 
que pasé entre Sancho Panza y su mujer Teresa Panga” (Don 
Quijote, Il, 5). 

712. Que el sombrero y el dinero...; the verse is suggestive 
of the Spanish proverb: “No hay amigo ni hermano Si no hay 
dinero de mano,’ not altogether unlike: ‘ Where money, there 
friends,’ or ‘ Ready money is a remedy.’ 

715. en el indio; although the term indio is applicable to 
either the East or West Indies, its general use in Spanish writers 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, as well as in Calderén, 
is in reference to Spanish America, whence so much gold came 
in the early days. 

716. Suelo y que consume el mar; the criticism may be 
made that consume does not make good sense. Krenkel says 
that consume makes a contrast to engendra. Hartzenbusch 
reads: Suelo y que conduce el mar. 

724. Muchos que arefiir se ensefian; it was the fashion of the 
time for the young men of wealth and position to take fencing 
lessons, a remunerative occupation for fencing masters. k. 

751. Los mios, supply brazos. 

758. Siento mas el que te vayas, I feel your going all the 
more; the el introduces a clause which in itself is equivalent to 
a substantive, and begins with gue taking here the subjunctive 
after a verb expressing emotion. 

815. El que me sigan; cf. for an identical construction note 
to II, 758. 

816, 818, 821. hemos De estar. ...En que habemos de 
juntarnos; the older form habemos instead of hemos is not un- 
common in Calderén’s plays and in those of the period. In 
v. 821, the subject of salen is indefinite, just “as in English one 
says: ‘As you come out of the road.” 

825. Aunque del nadar-e dijo, although it is said of swim- 
ming. A reference to the proverb: “‘La gala del nadar es saber 
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guardar la ropa,’ meaning that in a crisis, the best course is to 
avoid danger. 

845. A ir por ella me animo, J strive to go and get it (i.e., la 
espada, v. 842). 

874. A la entrada de ese monte; the sense of monte here and 
where in the play in this connection it occurs, is that of ‘ wood,’ 
not of ‘ mountain.’ 

886. Y uno es hombre, otro mujer; uno and otro refer to 
gritos in v. 883; and one is (the cry of) a man, the other of a 
woman. 
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1-67. Isabel’s lament, with which La Tercera Jornada begins, 
is open to the criticism not infrequently made that it lacks the 
simplicity, spontaneity, and naturalness called for by the situa- 
tion. The rhetorical figures of speech, however admirable in 
themselves, are inappropriate to the circumstances. It is said 
that Calder6n knew far better the society lady of the times, and 
therefore could more accurately portray her than the woman 
of the peasant class. In general, his women lack the genuine 
touch that is easily distinguishable in many of his other char- 
acter types. 

3. Porque a su sombra; sombra, referring to daylight, is a 
curious figure of speech; luwmbre has been suggested as a possible 
emendation. 

5-6. j Oh ti... Primavera fugitiva, Ok thou fleeting spring 
(precursor) of so many stars; the morning star, which may 
mean any one of the planets (Venus, Jupiter, Mars, or Saturn) 
when it precedes the sun in rising, especially Venus. 

g. Para que con risa y llanto; visa and /lanto are conventional 
terms used by the poets of the seventeenth century referring 
to dawn. The morning dew is conventionally designated as 
risa del alba, and as llanto or lagrimas de la aurora. Xk. 

13. Oh mayor planeta, Oh greatest (of the) planet(s); the sun 
was formerly considered a planet, but is now known to be a fixed 
star. 

55. Vengo de hacer de la inocencia Acreedora a la malicia, 
I cause innocence to be implicated in vilification. 

85-90. Atadas atras las manos; the peculiar manner of each 
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speaker expressing his or her ideas while alternating with the 
other speaker as shown in these verses is one of Calderén’s literary 
devices for lending variety and effect to the situation. 

98-99. te miras Con manos; supply libres after manos. 

136-137. ¢ Cuando de la tirania..., when are the woods not 
the refuge of tyranny ? aa 

166. g A quién no admira=.., whom does it notfill with as- 
tonishment, to want to turn the offense into love? The whole phrase 
Querer de un instante, etc., is the subject of no admira and éA 
quién is the direct object of this verb. 

179. Es querer una bellega; Hartzenbusch reads: Es querer 
una mujer which is a better reading because of hermosa inv. 180. 

184-190. Pues (calle aqui la voz mia); the manner of using 
the parenthesis as shown in these verses is frequent in the plays 
of Calderén in passages containing great emotion, as here. 

188. ensordezca la envidia, let envy close her ears (that she 
may not hear the gruesome tale, which otherwise she would 
delight in spreading broadcast). 

208. ¢ Cuando, cuando...Llegaron..., when, Oh when, 
impious destiny, has the favor of your protection reached an un- 
fortunate creature more quickly? (Such favors have never been 
of avail, not reaching the unfortunates in time.) 

212. Si no alumbra, ilumina, if it does not shed the light of 
day, yet sheds sufficient light to make objects visible. In speaking 
of natural light, aluwmbrar is used; thus: el sol alumbra; in 
speaking of artificial light, zlwminar is used; thus: una vela (a 
candle) ilumina; so too, una luciérnaga (a glowworm) alumbra; 
but wn cohete (a rocket) iluwmina. 

260-263. Ciega, confusa y corrida; notice the literary struc- 
ture of these verses: 260 containing three adjectives; 261 three 
verbs; 262 and 263 each three nouns. 

299-305. j Vive Dios, que si la fuerza, if...caused the 
captain to return to the town, then the expected conclusion of 
the phrase would be: le esta bien, it is well for him; but another 
idea occurs, and the intervening Que pienso que is inserted, pro- 
ducing anacoluthon. xk. 

326. Pero si esto se averigua; but if this be ascertained (at- 
tested) judicially (cf. averigwaciones, v. 343). Formerly in Spain 
_ the alcalde, or mayor, combined the functions of mayor, justice 
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of the peace, and judge in the civil and criminal courts. His 
emblem of authority was the vara (v. 341), a black staff, sur-

the ordinary functions that are usually associated with the 
duties of a mayor. Fe 

347. Yateneis el padre alcalde...; a reference to the proverb: 
“El que tiene el padre Alcalde seguro va al juicio.” Whether this 
be a direct answer to the preceding verse depends on the text 
of that verse; the Hartzenbusch reading is ¢ No he de acom- 
pafiarte ? 

353-350. These verses, assigned by MHartzenbusch to the 
sergeant, Krenkel believes moré appropriately belong to the 
captain as an answer to the sergeant’s question in vv. 351-352. 
Other scholars believe that both context and sense require them 
to be assigned to the sergeant. 

374-370. Mejor: llegando a saber Que estoy aqui, y no temer 
A la gente del lugar; i.e., inasmuch as the local authorities have 
intervened, there is no reason for me to fear the lynch law of 
the town’s people. Hartzenbusch reads: Mejor. Llegando a 
saber Que estoy aqui, no hay temer A la gente del lugar; a 
reading which brings out more clearly the sense of the passage. 

379. A mi consejo de guerra; the absolute and unlimited 
confidence shown by the captain in the jurisdiction and powers 
of this tribunal over any and all others to extricate him is one 
of the many confirmations of what is amply attested in the 
literature of the period, that murder, violation of all moral law, 
crimes of every description when committed by the soldiers 
were in an entirely different class from the same atrocities com- 
mitted by the villanos, and were usually condoned. 

385. Y no me salga...que aqui estuviere, and let no soldier 
who might by any chance be here go out; the me, in the first line, 
is a dative of interest; the subjunctive estwviere characterizes 
the general nature of the order. 

415. Como tienen encerrados; Jas prisiones, understood 
from v.418, is the subject of tienen; H. reads: Como han estado 
encerrados, which simplifies the construction. kK. suggests that 
such change was made precisely for that purpose; cf. xxxiv. 

425. Siempre aca entre mis iguales..., here among my equals 
I have always conducted myself respectfully. The sense rather 
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indicates that Crespo’s townsmen always treated him with 
respect (which the change of he [v. 426] into han renders quite 
simple). However the change is unnecessary inasmuch as 
tratarse here = conducirse. 

438. Téngala Dios en el cielo, ‘ may God have her in Heaven,’ 
i.e., God bless her! One of the many conventional expressions 
used in speaking of some one*who has passed away. 

449. Y ; plugiera a Dios, sefior..., and would to God, sir, 
that they remained satisfied with knowing them! the idea being 
that they were apt to go farther and imagine or invent defects 
which did not exist. ‘ 

453. Aunque pudiera, ai decirlo..., although I could, in saying 
it, with still greater pain deplore it (than vaunt it). H. reads 
Llorarlo (v. 455). 

460. No hemos de dejar, sefior..., we must not let time, sir, 
have its own way with everything. 

473. Buscar remedio a mi afrenta..., fo avenge my offense 
is vengeance, it is not a remedy; these two verses are parenthetical. 
The sense of buscar remedio is ‘ to avenge ’ rather than the literal 
rendering of the two words. 

484-485. Sino quedarnos pidiendo..., but we shall be left beg- 
ging alms; the same construction as Sin que ... Reserve, that 
is, the subjunctive might be expected, instead of the infinitive 
in the expression Sino quedarnos... 

489. Poner una S y un clavo..., ‘to put an S and a nail 
upon us both to-day,’ z.e., to brand us as slaves; this was done 
pictorially by putting a clavo through an S thus: $ =s clavo 
(esclavo). Even in the seventeenth century, formal slavery was 
to some extent practiced with servants: “La S formada en un 
clavo es cifra de la voz esclavo.” (Dictionary of the Academy.) 

sor. En Castilla, el refran dice ...; the proverb is: En Castilla 
el caballo lleva la silla; the meaning is that the father’s rank is of 
more importance than the mother’s. In Castille the son takes 
his father’s nobility, even though his mother be a plebeian. 

507. Viendo nieve y agua...; an example of one of the com- 
mon literary conceits of the time which detract rather than add 
to the merit of an otherwise fine passage. 

510. Que me quitastéis vos mesmo; the form mesmo is 
common in verse assonance ¢-o. 
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515. Mirad que puedo tomarle...; the meaning appears to 
be: ‘asa magistrate, I have the power to redress my grievance 
and restore my reputation.’ 

523-524. Porque quiero que debais..., because I want you 
to owe my not treating you more cruelly; the subject of andar (yo) 
is omitted as frequently with an infinitive in Calderén. 

549. Juroa Dios; Hartzenbusch reads: Pues‘juroa Dios. The 
verse needs pues or it will lack a syllable, unless the hiatus juro| 
a be allowed; cf. note to I, 684 in regard to hiatus, which Morel- 
Fatio finds intolerable; cf. III, 775. 

553- @ Qué es lo que manda; hitherto the clerk of the court 
has used in addressing Crespo the usual form in the play, the 
second person plural (vv. 310, 313, 339, 342). Now that Crespo 
is no longer his equal but his superior in that he is the alcalde, 
the court clerk makes use of the more polite form, the third 
person singular. x. Cf. notes to and I, 847 II, 525. It should 
be remarked, however, that the Krenkel text gives this speech 
to the escribano and that the Hartzenbusch text gives it to the 
labradores and that the line reads: ¢ Qué es lo que mandas? 
showing that what has been noted (I, 847), that vos is the or- 
dinary form of address in common use, and that /# is the usual 
form of address throughout the play when superiors are addressed 
by subalterns, holds good. According to Krenkel, the clerk of 
the court addresses the Court in the presence of the labradores. 
The commentators differ in the assignment of vv. 551, 553, 
Hartzenbusch assigning v. 551 (the second word of the verse) 
to un labrador and v. 553 to labradores, while Krenkel gives them 
both to escribano. 

561. Que soy un capitan vivo, that I am a captain and a live 
one, i.e., one who can get even with you; to which comes the 
alcalde’s antithesis in the next verse: ¢Soy yo acaso alcalde 
muerto? Perhaps you take me for a dead alcalde, eh? More- 
over, there is word-play here, vivo having also the sense of being 
‘in active service,’ the opposite of ‘retired’; while muerto has 
also th€ sense of ‘ extinct,’ ‘out of commission,’ suggesting a 
“has been.’ Kk. 

571. No es accién...; such is the Krenkel reading. Hartz- 
enbusch reads: No es raz6n, which corresponds much better 
with vv. 574 and 583. Moreover, as regards repetition, it will 
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be noticed that Crespo repeats the word respeto in vv. 573 


and 577. 

584-586. porque después...les tomen la confesién, so that 
afterwards, with all due respect they (the officers of justice) may 
take the declaration of all three. 

588. Si hallo harto pafio,,‘if I find sufficient cloth,’ ie., 
material: If I find the evidence sufficient; cf. the meaning of 
pano in the familiar figurative expression: haber pano de que 
cortar = haber materia abundante de que disponer. 

sor. ; Ah villanos con poder! i.e., give peasants power (and 
this is the result), recalling the Spanish proverb: “Cuando el 
villano esté en el mulo, ni conoce a Dios ni al mundo.” 

593. Son a los que mi cuidado = Son los a que mi cuidado; 
such slight inversions of the logical order occur occasionally; 
cf. II, 624-625, manera (Vocabulary). Chispa here appears in 
the clothes of the page who had run away (II, 605). 

595. Que otro se puso en huida; otro refers to the sergeant, 
Act Il, Scene 7- 

597. Con un paso de garganta..., with a movement (step) 
of the throat, he will not make (take) another in his life; word- 
play on paso, which means in music ‘ a trill,’ and paso ‘a step’; 
hacer paso de garganta is slang for ‘ to be hanged.’ 

612. ¢ Quién otra os ha de cantar? Who will sing another song 
for you (when you likewise are put on the rack to be made to 
tell all you know) ? Cantar is used in the picaresque language 
for ‘to confess under torment.’ The Hartzenbusch text reads: 
A vos después También os haraén cantar. The expression is 
explained in the Don Quijote, Part I, Chapter XXII: ... “cantar 
en el ansia se dice entre esta genie ‘non santa” confesar en el 
tormento.” 7 

622. ¢ No sois paje de jineta? No, sefior, sino de brida; the 
first meaning of jineta is: ‘ Manner or art of riding horseback 
according to a school of equitation of the same name.’ Cabalgar 
a la jimeta means ‘ to ride with short stirrups’; ‘cabalgar a la 
brida, ‘ to ride with long stirrups’ which is the opposite of riding 
with short stirrups; a la jineta, on which expression Chispa 
makes a pun or word-play. Possibly the exact. wording of Mac- 
coll’s note may make clearer this obscure Calderonian pun: 
“Crespo asks, ‘ Are you the captain’s page?’ Jineta was the

halberd originally carried by a captain (also by a sergeant) as 
token of his rank....Chispa in reply makes a pun on jineta, 
for cabalgar a la jineta means ‘ to ride with short stirrups’ and 
is the opposite of a la brida, ‘ with long stirrups.’” 

626. Que peor sera morir, for jt will be worse to die, ie., than 
to confess all we know (and all we shall invent in order to get 
off being put to the rack). 

680-681. Aquesto es asegurar su vida; sw refers to Isabel. 

707-709. No: ya que como quisiera..., No: inasmuch as 
my duties of alcalde do not permit me to satisfy the demands of 
my reputation as I should like to (i.e., by slaying the captain) 
the affair must be arranged in this way. 

732. Que venis mortal, sefior; morial means mortal perdido, 
ie., ‘I am not myself’; ‘muerto is often so used; cf. v. 739: 
Que estoy perdido, I am undone, beside myself. 

737. Un soldado me alcanz6; this refers to the sergeant who 
made his escape from the peasants as related in v. 595. 

755. Pues darselos, sin que deje...; supply he de after pues. 

771. Par Dios, se salga con ello; the subjunctive is here 
used expressive of strong emotion, after some assertion implied 
like juro: (I swear, by heaven) he will succeed in his purpose. 

775. Decidme dé vive o no; Hartzenbusch reads: Decid 
dénde vive ono. Dénde is needed for the meter unless there is a 
hiatus: vive o, a feature already commented upon: I, 684, III, 549. 

779-781. ; Voto a Dios, que lo sospecho!... By heaven (1 
can tell you indeed that) I suspected as much; cf. Vocabulary for 
si. The present tense is here used for the past in animated 
narration. Cf. in vv. 780, 781 lo dicho dicho, lo hecho hecho, 
John xix, 22: “ Pilate answered, What I have written, I have 
written.” 

785. Yo aca le tengo preso; Hartzenbusch reads: Pues yo 
aca le tengo preso, making one syllable more to the verse. Cf. 
for hiatus note to I, 684, etc. It is of interest here to note the 
two-verse dialogue beginning with vv. 783-784 between Crespo 
and Den Lope, which is parallel to the one-verse dialogue just 
preceding, the latter being the more common. 

795-796. &@ Vos sabéis cuanto os prefiere...? Do you know 
how much above your jurisdiction is that I have been in charge 
of ? Os is here simply for vuestro cargo. 
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797-798. @ Vos sabéis que le he rogado Con la paz y no la 
quiere ?... Do you know that I begged him with peace, (ic., I 
offered him peace) and he does not want it? 

815-816. No embarazo Que vais; notice the form vais = 
subjunctive vaydis. 

823. Hola, soldado, id volando; here Don Lope addresses 
the soldier in the second petson plural, but he addressed the 
drummer from the window in the second person singular: echa 
un bando (I, 834). Usage, as shown by the texts in similar 
instances, wavers; cf. note to I, 847. It is of interest to note 
here that among the paraNel passages taken from Lope de 
Vega’s Alcalde de Zalamea, cited by Krenkel in order to show to 
what extent Calderén’s Alcalde drew upon that of Lope de Vega, 
occurs a passage precisely parallel and corresponding to that 
here discussed in which Lope de Vega makes the general Don 
Lope say to the drummer Echad un bando. XK. Einleitung, p. 41. 

856. que a no entrar... habia de hallar, had you not entered 
the town... you would have found ...; the infinitive preceded by 
a often takes the place of a protasis in a conditional sentence; 
in the second part, or apodasis, the imperfect is used, as here 
sometimes, as a substitute for the conditional; cf. remarks 
under haber in Vocabulary. 

867. Este proceso, en quien, these proceedings in which; quien, 
relating to things, is no longer used, according to the grammars; 
but notwithstanding, it is found in modern as well as in older 
Spanish, so used, just as it is here. 

884-886. es verdad Que no escuchara a mi hija, 7 zs true 
I would not give ear to my daughter (other than to satisfy the 
ends of justice) since the ties of blood were alike. A footnote to 
the Hartzenbusch text here reads: Ha de faltar algo: en otros 
muchos pasajes de la comedia creemos que sucede lo mismo o que 
esté viciado el texto. Krenkel renders the meaning of the passage 
as follows: Inasmuch as I have proven my impartiality through 
the steps I have taken against my son, it may well be taken for 
granted that I have not listened to the complaint of my daughter 
because of the ties of blood between us, but on the grounds of justice 
pure and simple. (Translated.) 

gto ff. y aparece dado garrote, and he appears strangled; 
ic., he was strangled in this position by means of a jack-screw, 
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fastened to a post, the screw of which passed through an iron 
collar around the prisoner’s neck tightening the collar and at 
the same time piercing the spinal marrow at its junction with 
the brain, thus causing death. This mode of capital punishment 
is still practiced in Spain, the collar now being made of strong 
leather. 

923-924. ¢ qué importa errar lo menos..., what matters it 
that the one who has succeeded (in obtaining) the most falls short 
in what ts the least? MWartzenbusch reads: Y¥ ¢ qué importa errar 
lo menos Quien ha acertado lo mas ? (an improvement on the 
text A., reproduced by Krenkel, and found in texts B. C. D.) 

925. Pues ya que aquesto sea asi; Hartzenbusch reads: 
Pues ya que aquesto es asi, avoiding thus the hiatus already 
commented on in I, 684, IfI, 549, etc. The smoother readings 
of the Hartzenbusch text may be felt at a glance by the com- 
parisons noted in the Introduction, XXXVII, Text D. 

926-928. ¢ Porqué...no hicisteis degollarle ? Why ... didn’t 


“you have him beheaded? In the hierarchy of Spanish social dis- 


tinctions, it was the privilege of a caballero to be beheaded, while 
garroting and hanging was the form of the death penalty meted 
out to plebeians. 

944. que me importa Llegar presto a Portugal; in reality, as 
Krenkel shows, it was more than eight months after Philip 
arrived in Guadalupe (March 24, 1580; cf. note to I, 146) that 
he reached the Portuguese frontier city of Elvas, on the Guadiana 
river, about twelve miles west of Badajoz. Cf. vv. I, 845-847; 
also Introduction i, ii. 

945. por alcalde perpetuo; inasmuch as it was the custom 
to elect the alcalde yearly, the king bestowed upon Crespo a 
signal honor. 

972-973. Las plantas, sefior, me dad..., let me thank you 
most humbly; I shall remain your faithful servant. In elevated 
style, as here, in addressing e/ Rey, plantas is used for pies; 
me dad, poetical for prose dadme. 

968-969. A esto le pudo obligar; the allusion is not, at least 
as interpreted by Krenkel, to herir a su capitén, as the con- 
text might easily lead one to suppose, but to socorrer a su her- 
mana. Moreover, after pudiera (v. 969) Krenkel suggests that 
some such verb as socorrer be supplied. 
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977. el pasado instrumento; see Vocabulary, insirumenta; the 
allusion is to vv. 602, et seg., of Scene X. The alcalde threatened 
to put her on the rack; see note to III, 612, and Chispa takes 
cantar in the same sense as Crespo used the word (v. 602). 

978-980. Con que fin el autor da; one of the conventional 
endings of a seventeenth ceptury play, imitated from the usage 
in other lands (Greece), from the times when the theater was 
in its infancy. The word autor, as here used, means about what 
the word ‘ manager of the company ’ conveys now to the public 
in general, — the one mainly responsible for the entire show, not 
actually the author of the piece. kK.
